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PREFACE 

A  modern  sequel  to  Aristotle's  ancient  Meta- 
physica  analyzing  the  concept  which  adds  the  third 
dimension  to  intelligence.  Becalm  your  mind  for 
the  day  of  revelations  is  at  hand  and  the  reconstruc- 
tion has  begun!  You  doubtless  are  wondering  how 
Euclid  -f-  Lincoln  =  Kent.  Lincoln  studied  Euclid, 
and  I  studied  Lincoln,  so  putting  two  together  we 
make  another,  and  get  the  Universal  Formula. 

This  book  contains  the  basic  foods  that  nourish 
the  human  mind,  and  as  you  partake  of  them,  you 
will  see  yourself  like  Lincoln,  becoming  a  giant  in 
mental  strength. 

In  studying  Christ  and  Lincoln  to  find  what  put 
goodness  in  the  man,  I  found  what  kept  it  out.  We 
sons  of  men  have  made  one  great  mistake  and  are 
slow  to  learn  that  we  cannot  thrive  on  prejudice. 

There  are  three  keys  to  the  human  mind  and  they 
have  been  my  treasure,  but  now  I  make  them  your 
heritage.  But,  listen!  One  of  these  keys  is  be- 
witched for  it  always  locks  and  never  unlocks,  un- 
less you  are  going  the  wrong  way;  then  it  opens  up 
the  road  to  destruction. 
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TOLSTOY'S  WAR  PROPHECY 

This  is  a  revelation  of  events  of  a  universal  char- 
acter which  must  shortly  come  to  pass: 

Their  spiritual  outlines  are  now  before  my  eyes; 
I  see  floating  upon  the  surface  of  the  sea  of  Human 
Fate  a  huge  silhouette  of  a  nude  woman. 

She  is,  with  her  beauty,  poise,  her  smile,  her 
jewels,  a  super-venus.  Nations  rush  madly  after 
her,  each  of  them  eager  to  attract  her  especially, 
but  she,  like  an  eternal  courtesan,  flirts  with  all.  In 
her  crown  of  diamonds  and  rubies  is  engraved  her 
name,  "Commercialism."  As  alluring  and  bewitch- 
ing as  she  seems,  much  destruction  and  agony  fol- 
low in  her  wake.  Her  breath,  reeking  of  sordid 
transactions,  her  voice  of  metallic  character  like 
gold,  and  her  look  of  greed  are  so  much  poison  to 
the  nations  who  fall  victims  to  her  charms. 

Three  Torches  of  Corruption.  And  behold,  she 
has  three  gigantic  arms,  with  three  torches  of  uni- 
versal corruption  in  her  hands.  The  first  torch  rep- 
resents the  flame  of  war,  that  the  beautiful  courtesan 
carries  from  city  to  city  and  country  to  country. 
Patriotism  answers  with  flashes  of  honest  flame,  but 
the  end  is  a  roar  of  guns  and  murderous  explosives 
which  destroy  the  countries  and  slaughter  the  pa- 
triots. 

The  second  torch  bears  the  flame  of  bigotry  and 
hypocrisy.   It  lights  the  lamps  only  in  temples  and 
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on  the  altars  of  sacred  institutions.  It  carries  the 
seed  of  falsity  and  fanaticism.  It  kindles  the  minds 
that  are  still  in  the  cradles  and  follows  them  to 
their  graves. 

The  third  torch  is  that  of  law,  that  dangerous 
foundation  of  all  unauthentic  traditions,  which  first 
does  its  fatal  work  in  the  family,  then  sweeps 
through  the  larger  world  of  literature,  art  and 
statesmanship. 

All  Europe  in  Flames.  The  great  conflagration 
will  start  about  1912,  set  by  the  torch  of  the  first 
arm  in  the  countries  of  South-Eastern  Europe.  It 
will  develop  into  a  destruction  and  calamity  in  the 
year  1914.  In  that  year  I  see  all  Europe  in  flames 
and  bleeding.  I  hear  the  lamentations  from  huge 
battlefields.  But  after  1915  then  a  great  Napole- 
onic leader  enters  upon  the  stage  of  the  bloody 
drama.  He  is  a  man  of  little  militaristic  training, 
a  writer  or  a  journalist,  but  in  his  grip  most  of 
Europe  will  remain  until  1925.  (Woodrow  Wil- 
son?) 

The  end  of  the  great  calamity  will  mark  a  new 
political  era  for  the  Old  World.  There  will  be  left 
no  empires  or  kingdoms  but  the  world  will  form  a 
Federation  of  the  United  States  of  Nations.  There 
will  remain  only  four  great  giants — The  Anglo- 
Saxon,  the  Latins,  the  Slavs  and  the  Mongolians. 

A  new  Ethical  Era.  After  the  year  1925  I  see  a 
change  in  religious  sentiment.  The  second  torch  of 
the  Courtesan  has  brought  about  the  fall  of  the 
church.  The  ethical  idea  has  almost  vanished.  Hu- 
manity is  without  moral  feeling.    Then  shall  come 


a  great  reformer.  He  will  clear  the  world  of  relics 
of  Monotheism  and  lay  the  corner-stone  of  Pan- 
theism. God,  soul,  spirit  and  immortality  will  be 
molten  in  a  new  regenerating  furnace,  the  peaceful 
beginning  of  an  ethical  era.  The  man  destined  for 
this  mission  is  a  Mongolian  Slav.  (Why  not  an 
American?)  He  is  already  walking  the  earth — a 
man  of  active  affairs.  He  himself,  does  not  now 
realize  the  mission  assigned  to  him  by  Superior 
Powers. 

And,  behold,  I  see  the  law,  the  third  torch,  which 
has  already  begun  to  destroy  the  family  relations, 
our  standards  of  art  and  morals.  The  relation  be- 
tween woman  and  man  is  accepted  as  prosaic  part- 
nership of  the  sexes.  Art  has  become  realistic 
degeneracy.  Political  and  religious  disturbances 
have  shaken  the  spiritual  foundations  of  all  na- 
tions. 

Race  Wars  Strangle  Progress.  Only  small  spots 
here  and  there  remained  untouched  by  those  three 
destructive  flames.  The  anti-national  wars  in  Eu- 
rope, the  class  war  of  America,  and  the  race  wars 
in  Asia  have  strangled  progress  for  half  a  century. 
In  the  year  1950  I  see  a  heroine  of  literature  and 
art  rising  from  the  ranks  of  the  Latins  and  Persians 
— the  languorous  world,  tedious  and  plebian. 

It  is  the  light  of  symbolism  that  shall  outshine 
the  light  of  the  torches  of  the  siren — "Commercial- 
ism." In  place  of  polygamy  and  monogamy  of  to- 
day there  will  come  a  "poetogamy"  relations  of  the 
sexes  based  fundamentally  on  the  poetic  concep- 
tions of  life,  and  the  nations  growing  larger  and 
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realizing  that  the  alluring  woman  of  their  destiny  is 
after  all  but  an  illusion. 

There  will  come  a  time  when  the  world  will  have 
no  use  for  armies,  hypocritical  and  degenerate  art. 
Life  is  evolution,  and  evolution  is  development 
from  the  simple  to  the  sublimer  forms  of  mind  and 
body.  I  see  the  passing  show  of  the  world  drama 
in  its  present  form,  as  it  fades  like  the  glow  of  eve- 
ning upon  the  mountains.  One  motion  of  the  hand 
of  commercialism  and  a  new  history  begins. 
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The  above  is  from  the  famous  war  prophecy  of 
Count  Lyof  Nickolaievitch  Tolstoy  written  some- 
time before  his  death,  November  20,  1910.  Much 
of  it  has  been  fulfilled  to  the  letter,  and  had  the 
author  foregone  the  minor  relations  of  time  and 
place,  could  not  the  present  volume  be  construed 
as  fulfilling  the  prophecy  and  "Laying  the  Corner- 
stone of  Pantheism  for  the  New  Ethical  Era"? 


THE  MIND  A  PRECISION 
INSTRUMENT 

Remembrance  is  a  habit  of  accuracy;  forgetf ill- 
ness a  habit  of  carelessness.  Any  study,  schooling 
or  training  that  fails  to  accomplish  exactness  is  not 
only  a  waste  of  effort,  but  a  detriment  to  future 
achievement. 

Only  a  few  people  in  the  world's  history  have 
sufficiently  appreciated  this  fact  and  by  constant 
habits  of  intellectual  precision  have  multiplied 
their  mental  power  a  hundredfold  or  more,  making 
themselves  masters  of  men  and  rulers  of  destiny. 

Set  your  ambition  upon  mental  precision  and 
think  it  the  saddest  loss  when  you  have  to  waste 
your  time  trying  to  do  a  thing  over  better.  If  it 
isn't  worth  remembering,  do  not  listen  to  it  over 
the  radio;  do  not  read  it  in  the  papers  or  frivolous 
literature;  eliminate  it  from  your  mind.  If  you 
wish  to  remember  it,  accept  it  into  your  mind  by 
associating  it  with  a  remembered  fact.  This  forms 
a  new  concept  and  accomplishes  a  precision  act 
which  will  automatically  register  in  your  mind  and 
become  a  definite  part  of  your  intelligence. 

Life  ushers  in  two  problems,  or  a  problem  within 
a  problem — to  put  intelligence  into  the  mind,  and 
to  keep  motion  in  the  body — so  while  fabricating 
your  mind  into  an  instrument  of  precision  do  not 
neglect   to   insure   your  health   by   training   your 
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bowels,  for  if  neglected  they  will  become  inert,  fail 
to  eliminate  and  eventually  throw  the  mental  wheels 
out  of  gear. 

An  understanding  of  the  fundamental  principles 
herein  set  forth  will  multiply  your  intelligence 
many  fold.  Your  ability  to  apply  them  will  add  to 
your  power  among  men.  You  hold  the  key  to  the 
Master's  Mind. 


THE  UNIVERSAL  FORMULA 

To  Him  who  in  the  love  of  Nature  holds  com- 
munion with  her  vibrant  forms,  she  speaks  a  sen- 
sible language,  and  to  me  she  said: 

This  is  my  formula: 

A  +  B  =  C 

By  which  all  things 
were  made  that  are  made,  and  by  the  application 
of  which  all  things  that  are  known  will  be  known. 

A  is  my  substance,  B  my  handiwork,  and  C  the 
finished  product.  BY  PUTTING  TWO  TOGETHER 
I  ALWAYS  MAKE  ANOTHER,  so  you  see,  THE 
WHOLE  INHERES  IN  EVERY  PART,  and  NO 
PART  CAN  BE  GREATER  THAN  THE  WHOLE. 

There  are  but  THREE  KEYS  TO  THE  HUMAN 
MIND,  so  I  must  instruct  you  through  your  IM- 
PULSES, your  PREJUDICES  or  your  INTELLI- 
GENCE. Your  difficulty  lies  not  in  how  to  solve 
My  problems,  but  in  how  to  propound  My  prob- 
lems that  are  to  be  solved. 
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Your  mind  being  confused  by  the  intricacies  of 
minor  relations,  I  sent  Euclid  to  teach  you  the  arith- 
metic of  things.  He  gave  you  mathematical  demon- 
strations, but  you  failed  to  grasp  the  significance 
that  the  LAW  OF  ELIMINATION  applied  to  your 
everyday  problems  of  life  the  same  as  to  your 
mathematical  calculations. 

Some  two  thousand  years  later  Lincoln  picked 
up  My  keys  and  was  unlocking  the  political  shack- 
les of  bondage  when  the  assassin's  bullet  cut  him 
down.  Again  sixty  years  later,  you  perceive  the 
unusual  power  behind  Lincoln's  antics  and  rush 
into  literature  with  a  tribute  so  profound  that  none 
could  understand. 

Well!  Lincoln's  Momentum  was  a  cold  trail, 
but  after  years  of  wandering  it  led  you  to  My 
trysting  place,  so  here  is  My  hand  of  welcome  and 
the  Grammar  of  Nature.  A  new  epoch  in  civiliza- 
tion awaits  your  translation  and  now,  I  bid  you 
good-bye  and  Good  Will. 


THE  GRAMMAR  OF  NATURE 

A        +  B  =      C 

Intelligence  -f-  Freedom  of  Movement  =  Destiny 

(Our)' 
The  subject  of  nature  through  vibration  is  predi- 
cated  upon   the   sensory   nerves,   and   through   the 
process  of  generation  or  mentalization  becomes  the 
subject  of  our  freedom  of  movement  and  then  finds 
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expression  or  predication  through  our  motor  nerves. 
When  we  do  not  have  freedom  of  movement  we  do 
not  have  happiness,  and  anything  that  interferes 
with  our  freedom  of  movement  destroys  our  hap- 
piness by  keeping  our  body  from  predicating  the 
subject  in  our  mind. 

Intelligence  and  Freedom  of  Movement  are  the 
birthright  to  the  animal  kingdom  and  preordain  or 
predicate  its  destiny.  They  are  the  tools  or  instru- 
ments by  means  of  which  it  functions.  Intelligence 
and  freedom  of  movement  are  the  associates  which 
give  us  impulse  to  do,  and  all  our  doings  are  ef- 
forts to  increase  our  intelligence  and  freedom  of 
movement.  All  labor  consists  in  an  intellectual 
effort  to  put  (or  release)  motion  into  material  in 
such  a  manner  that  it  can  be  substituted  to  multiply 
or  increase  our  freedom  of  movement. 

The  more  intelligence  we  have,  the  more  free- 
dom of  movement  we  can  exercise,  and  the  more 
freedom  of  movement  we  exercise  the  more  intelli- 
gence we  will  gain.  No  matter  where  you  go,  this 
is  what  you  find.  Your  neighbor  is  using  his  free- 
dom of  movement  to  gain  more  intelligence,  or 
using  his  intelligence  to  conserve  or  multiply  free- 
dom of  movement,  or  both,  and  this  is  our  prayer : 

Nature!  Mother  of  all,  What  we  have  is  of  Thee, 
Accept  our  thanks  and  instruct  us  that  we  may 
learn  to  do  Thy  will. 
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MENTAL  ANALYSIS 

Having  devoted  some  study  to  phrenology,  psy- 
chology and  metaphysics,  with  gratitude  to  each 
and  partiality  to  neither,  my  analysis  will  neces- 
sarily be  composite,  and  may,  I  hope,  stand  supe- 
rior to  either. 

A  +  B  =  C 

This  formula  or  diagram  is  symbolic  and  used 
for  the  purpose  of  illustrating  associations  and  re- 
lations. A  and  B  will  always  represent  the  asso- 
ciates and  C  the  relation.  All  things  that  are  made 
were  made  by  associations,  and  all  things  that  are 
known  are  known  by  their  relation  to  their  asso- 
ciates. 

Our  knowledge  of  being  embraces  three  separate 
planes  of  existence: 

materialization personification and 

mentalization. 

Extending  this  formula  on  the  inanimate  or  phys- 
ical plane  we  get  materialization  as 

A        +  B         =  C 

Substance  +  Handiwork  =      Finished  Product 
Wood     +     Workshop  =  Chair  (house,  wagon, 

etc.) 
Extending  the  formula  on  the  animate  or  human 
plane  we  get  personification,  relation  or  relation- 
ship as: 
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A     +      B       =  C 

Father  +  Mother  =  Son,  Daughter,  etc. 

Extending  the  formula  on  the  mental  plane  we 
get  knowledge  or  revelation  as: 

A       +         B         =       C 

Similarity  +  Difference  =  Concept 

Now  concept  is  the  unit  measure  of  intelligence 
or  the  beginning  of  Revelation.  The  mental  con- 
cept is  always  formed  in  this  manner: 

Either  objectively  through  the  senses  or  subjec- 
tively through  memory  two  associates  or  objects  are 
mirrored  upon  the  mind,  there  is  a  flash  of  recogni- 
tion, the  mind  in  comparing  their  likeness  detects 
a  difference,  and  this  relation  or  difference  is  then 
stored  in  the  mind  as  a  concept.  It  is  the  beginning 
of  knowledge.  Difference  and  comparison  can  only 
be  between  two  things  at  a  time,  so  all  knowledge 
is  built  upon  just  two  associates.  Similarities  can 
pass  through  the  human  mind  for  thousands  of 
years  and  there  is  no  new  concept,  but  the  moment 
a  difference  is  detected  a  new  relation  is  born  and 
adds  to  the  store  of  knowledge. 

Having  found  the  key  to  the  human  mind  it  was 
yet  a  matter  of  years  before  the  proper  associa- 
tion, the  comparison,  the  difference,  the  vibration 
of  recognition,  the  new  relation  perceived  and  the 
key  to  the  human  mind  (by  the  law  of  Creation  or 
Sequence  of  Life)  became  the  formula  to  the  Uni- 
verse: the  Key  to  the  Master's  Mind  which  gives 
us  access  to  His  Intellectual  Tool  Box. 
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THE  FORMULA  OF  CREATION, 
SEQUENCE  OF  MINOR  RELATIONS  AND 

RELATIVITY 

A       +       B        =  C 

Associate  -\-  Associate  =  Relation 

Adam    -}-      Eve       =  Children  (Cain,  Abel, 

Seth,  sons  and  daughters) 
A  4-  B  =  C   (Major  Relation) 
B  +  C  =  D  (Minor  Relation)

In  the  first  equation  it  is  seen  that  C  is  equal  to 
the  whole  of  A  plus  B.  so  we  will  call  C  the  major 
relation. 

In  the  second  equation  it  is  seen  that  D  is  not  the 
sum  of  A  plus  B,  but  a  complication  and  regard- 
less of  whether  it  is  more  or  less,  we  will  call  it  a 
minor   (distant,  subordinate)   relation. 

The  relation  of  D,  to  A  and  B  is  not  a  problem 
that  can  be  solved  bv  the  human  mind  but  two 
problems,  or  a  problem  within  a  problem,  and  as 
the  mind  is  not  a  dual  instrument  it  cannot  solve 
two  problems  at  the  same  time.  We  cannot  open 
a  box  within  a  box,  but  must  remove  it  from  the 
inside  before  it  can  be  opened.  A  single  problem 
is  a  perplexity,  but  two  problems  make  for  confu- 
sion.   Two  relations  are  not  born  at  one  time  and 
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two  relations  cannot  be  solved  at  one  time.  All 
minor  relations  involve  two  or  more  families  and 
their  parentage  must  be  determined  before  the  prob- 
lem of  their  identification  can  be  solved.  Euclid 
taught  the  proper  procedure  in  complications  of 
this  nature  was  to  eliminate  the  "unknown  quan- 
tities" until  only  one  remained  in  the  equation. 

Euclid's  logic  was  based  upon  the  noun  and 
gives  us  the  arithmetic  or  mathematics  of  things. 
My  logic  is  based  upon  the  verb  and  gives  us  the 
grammar  or  doings  of  things.  He  spoke  of  "un- 
known quantities"  which  was  confusing  to  a  mind 
working  psychologically  through  associates  and  re- 
lations. Substantially  it  matters  little  whether  we 
call  it  a  "third  unknown  quantity"  or  a  "minor 
relation"  since  the  procedure  in  either  case  is  to 
eliminate  it  from  the  equation.  Euclid  taught  a 
method  of  procedure  that  leads  to  solution  or  predi- 
cate. I  teach  a  method  of  procedure  that  leads  to 
compounding  or  subject. 

Lincoln's  arguments  are  remarkable  for  his 
adroitness  in  eliminating  the  "Euclidian  third  or 
unknown  quantity"  in  his  clarifications,  or  slipping 
it  in  whenever  he  wished  to  confuse  his  opponents. 
This  "ring  generalship"  is  what  I  have  designated 
as  his  "Elliptical  Momentum."  If  he  had  compre- 
hended the  full  significance  of  the  law  of  elimina- 
tion, he  would  have  used  "straight"  or  perpen- 
dicular" momentum  and  each  opponent  would  have 
suffered  a  "knockout  blow"  when  told  to  clearly 
state  his  proposition  in  one  problem,  instead  of 
two  or  more. 
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If  A  and  B  are  picking  up  chips  and  A  is  all  the 
time  dropping  them,  it  is  clear  that  B  cannot  finish 
the  task  until  A  has  no  more  chips  to  drop.  like- 
wise you  cannot  solve  a  problem  or  win  a  debate 
until  after  all  the  minor  relations  (subordinate 
clauses)  have  been  eliminated  so  that  the  actual 
associates  will  stand  revealed.  If  your  opponent 
cannot  state  his  problem,  how  can  you  hope  to  solve 
it?  Better  teach  him  to  state  the  problem,  then 
solution  will  be  easy. 

WHEN  WE  INTRODUCE  THE  THIRD  ASSO- 
CIATE IN  THE  SUBJECT  WE  OBTAIN  A  MINOR 
RELATION  IN  THE  PREDICATE  AND  THIS 
GIVES  US  A  SOPHISM  INSTEAD  OF  A  TRUISM 
FOR  OUR  SOLUTION. 

If  this  axiom  stands  the  test  of  time,  as  I  be- 
lieve it  will,  it  is  the  greatest  blow  that  agnostic 
has  ever  struck  in  the  history  of  mankind,  and  the 
clearest  light  that  man  has  ever  given  to  guide  his 
fellow  man.  There  is  a  slight  divergence  between 
the  English  grammar  and  Nature's  grammar  which 
I  am  endeavoring  to  exemplify  by  the  formula.  In 
the  English  grammar  the  verb  is  a  part  of  the  predi- 
cate and  helps  make  the  effect.  Under  the  formula 
the  first  associate  is  usually  the  noun  or  substan- 
tive, the  second  associate  the  verb,  or  verbal  noun; 
these  acting  together  form  the  subject  or  cause, 
and  what  follows  the  equality  is  the  effect  or  predi- 
cate. When  you  add  the  third  associate  in  the 
formula,  if  a  substantive,  it  gives  you  TWO 
CAUSES  of  action,  and  if  a  verb,  it  gives  TWO 
MODES   of   action,   both   of   which   necessitate   a 
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subordinate  predicate,  and  in  lieu  of  such  subordi- 
nate in  the  predicate  you  have  the  sophism  which 
is  true  in  part  but  not  as  a  whole. 

Accepting  sophisms  for  truisms  constitute  the 
intellectual  mistakes  of  mankind  and  most  of  it 
comes  from  failure  to  eliminate  the  third  associate 
(or  Devil)  from  our  daily  problems,  and  it  mat- 
ters not  whether  that  third  associate  appears  with 
A  and  B  as  a  premise  in  our  formula,  is  included 
in  a  sequence,  or  masquerades  as  a  simple  nega- 
tive. There  are  no  negative  laws  because  all  nega- 
tives involve  a  minor  relation  and  must  be  treated 
as  such.  A  negative  predicates  the  lack  of  com- 
plete information. 

A  THIRD  ASSOCIATE,  A  MINOR  RELATION, 
OR  A  NEGATIVE  CONSTITUTE  A  PROBLEM 
WITHIN  A  PROBLEM  AND  RENDER  YOUR 
PROBLEM  UNSOLVABLE  UNTIL  THEY  ARE 
ELIMINATED. 

For  example,  if  you  have  two  men  and  one 
woman  for  subject  (or  associates)  and  a  son  for 
predicate  (or  relation)  how  can  you  solve  the  prob- 
lem of  the  son's  parentage?  You  are  not  going  to 
solve  it.  Nature  never  worked  that  way.  Your  prob- 
lem is  wrongfully  propounded.  There  is  no  solu- 
tion. If  you  eliminate  the  woman  you  destroy  the 
problem.  If  you  eliminate  one  of  the  men  a  solu- 
tion is  easy  but  it  applies  to  a  different  problem, 
wherein  there  were  only  two  associates. 

The  intellectual  world  is  now  in  a  very  chaotic 
state  of  uncertainty  and  innovations  are  coming. 
Count  Tolstoy  pointed  to  America  and  I  hand  you 
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the  UNIVERSAL  FORMULA.  Will  you  use  it 
now,  or  in  the  centuries  to  come?  Are  we  on  the 
way  to  Babel  or  back  to  the  Grecian  Academy? 
Now  that  we  know  the  power  for  good  or  evil  that 
lies  in  the  "third  associate"  or  "minor  relation," 
will  intelligence  free,  or  impulse  and  prejudice 
continue  to  enslave  our  future?  Shall  we  continue 
to  waste  our  time  and  intelligence  in  useless  efforts 
to  solve  or  work  the  problems  of  the  past  which 
were  wrongfully  propounded,  or  will  we  avail  our- 
selves of  this  new  concept  and  so  propound  our 
problems  in  the  future  that  solution  will  be  predi- 
cated? 


THEOLOGY

Environment  -f-  Understanding  =  Belief 

The  first  religious  law  giver  of  renown  I  find  in 
history  was  Zoroaster.  He  taught  that  all  was  good. 
His  teaching  could  be  measured  by  the  formula  in 
this  manner: 

A      +  B         =  C 

All  this  +  All  the  rest  =  Good  or  God 

After  Zoroaster  died  his  followers  had  not  his 
marvelous  insight  and  they  begun  to  cavil  among 
themselves,  and  they  said,  "Surely  this  cannot  be 
good,  for  we  know  that  it  is  bad,  and  causes  us 
grief  and  suffering."    They  invented  a  new  Deity, 
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Ahriman,  the  ruler  of  all  bad,  and  he  comes  down 
to  us  as  our  Devil  or  Satan.  Now  let  us  measure 
the  later  Zoroastrian  doctrine  by  the  formula  and 
we  have  one  of  two  things  and  nothing  definite, 
viz.: 

A      +      B        =  C 

All  Good  +  All  Bad  =  Less  than  all  Good  (  —  C) 

or 
A      +      B  =Z 

All  Good  +  Some  Bad  =  Z 

We  did  not  want  —  C,  so  now  what  is  Z?  Since 
Z  is  not  the  sum  of  the  two  associates  A  and  B 
(if  it  was  it  would  not  be  Z  but  C)  it  must  be 
some  of  their  minor  relations  or  parts,  and  there- 
fore cannot  be  equal  to  our  required  answer. 


PANTHEISM 

Under  the  old  Greek  Philosophers,  Pantheism 
had  quite  a  following.  It  taught  from  Nature  and 
saw  God  in  everything.  It  is  very  similar  to  the 
original  doctrine  of  Zoroaster  and  measures  per- 
fectly with  the  formula  after  this  manner: 

A  +  B  =         C 

All  on  Earth  +  All  above theEarth=  God  or  Deity 
All  on  Earth  -f-    All  in  Heaven     =  God  or  Deity, 

etc. 
While  Pantheism  has  been  rather  out  of  vogue 
for   some  two   thousand   years   or   more,    I   never 
heard    of   any    "complicating   relation"   being   in- 
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jected  into  its  doctrine,  so  it  must  be  a  true 
religion  and  doubtless  contains  the  essence  of  our 
future  religion.  Abraham  Lincoln  was  a  Pantheist, 
so  am  I,  and  I  suspect  that  "Bob"  Ingersoll  was 
of  like  belief,  though  he  nor  Lincoln  ever  openly 
expressed  such  a  holding. 

Religious  bigotry  in  Lincoln's  day  was  quite  a 
political  factor.  There  were  what  I  call  the  "setters 
up,"  (Impulse),  and  the  "knockers  down,"  (Preju- 
dice). To  incur  the  enmity  of  either  side  was  to 
sacrifice  one's  political  future.  The  "setters  up" 
were  self  styled  fundamentalists,  "Hard  Shell  Bap- 
tists" and  other  fanciful  expounders  of  the  Bible 
who  were  all  the  time  using  three  or  more  asso- 
ciates, then  making  their  interpretation  a  fetish 
footstool  for  the  congregation  to  enthuse  over  and 
God  Almighty  to  sit  upon.  The  "knockers  down" 
such  as  Voltaire,  Thomas  Payne  and  "Bob"  Inger- 
soll also  quoted  Bible,  ridiculed  the  inconsisten- 
cies, showed  up  the  sophisms  and  figuratively 
speaking  upset  the  fetish  footstools  so  that  if  God 
Almighty  did  get  enthused  over  the  religious  fer- 
vor and  did  attend  the  camp  meetings  He  would 
have  to  stand  up  or  bring  His  own  chair  with  Him. 

The  story  goes  that  Lincoln  in  reading  Payne's 
Age  of  Reason,  allowed  his  emotions  to  become 
so  wrought  up  that  he  prepared  a  thesis  to  upset 
the  Bible  and  forever  open  the  eyes  of  mankind. 
One  evening  he  read  this  thesis  to  Rev.  Samuel 
Hill  (I  had  an  uncle  by  name  of  Samuel  Hill  and 
this  may  have  been  one  of  my  distant  relations  on 
my    father's    side).     Reverend    Hill    listened   very 
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attentively  while  Lincoln  read  the  Thesis.  At  its 
close  Lincoln  asked,  "What  do  you  think  of  it?" 
Reverend  Hill  did  not  pass  upon  the  controversial 
merit  of  the  thesis — (some  Lincoln  biographers 
blinded  by  impulse  and  prejudice  seek  to  enlighten 
history  by  stating  that  the  preacher  threw  the 
thesis  in  the  stove) — but  pointed  out  a  minor  rela- 
tion. He  gave  Lincoln  one  of  the  surprises  of  his 
life,  by  telling  him  that  if  he  ever  presented  that 
thesis  to  the  public  it  would  destroy  his  political 
future.  Lincoln  saw  the  point;  I  do  not  feel  that 
he  changed  his  belief,  but  did  his  policy,  and  ever 
afterwards  whenever  called  upon  to  express  his 
views  upon  the  Bible  or  religion  he  evaded  the 
issue  by  setting  up  a  "third  or  complicating  rela- 
tion" that  confused  his  answer  and  permitted  the 
questioner  to  interpret  in  terms  of  his  own  mind. 
Perhaps  as  Lincoln  looked  into  the  kindly  eyes  of 
his  "associate"  the  preacher,  he  beheld  the  present- 
ment of  Santa  Claus.  I  know  of  no  two  feelings 
so  much  alike  as  the  Christian's  belief  in  the  Bible 
and  the  child's  belief  in  Santa  Claus. 

A  little  child  climbed  upon  an  old  man's  knee, 

Begged  for  a  story,  Grandpa,  please! 

Don't  you  believe  in  Santa  Claus? 
(Impulse  answers  yes.) 

"Abe,"  you  do  believe  in  the  Bible,  don't  you? 
(Impulse  answers  yes.) 

Lincoln  was  a  student  of  Euclid  and  a  believer 
in  mathematics,  so  if  he  believed  in  the  Bible  ac- 
cording to  the  general  interpretation,  he  would  also 
have  to   believe  in   a   Devil,   and  he   persistently 
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avoided  expressing  any  such  belief.  Quite  a  num- 
ber of  very  good  people  proclaim  belief  in  the 
Bible  and  disbelief  in  the  Devil,  eliminating  the 
Devil  as  a  false  or  minor  "relation."  With  Santa 
Claus  and  the  child  it  is  just  a  little  different. 
The  child  holds  Santa  Claus  as  the  embodiment  of 
all  good,  and  when  perverters  suggest  Santa  Claus 
bring  switches  for  bad  children  it  holds  to  its 
belief  and  eliminates  as  false  the  "association" 
of  Santa  Claus  with  switches.  The  issues  have  be- 
come so  confused  with  error,  that  no  matter  how 
you  answer  you  will  not  be  measured  by  your  own 
yard  stick  in  terms  of  your  own  mind,  but  by  the 
yard  stick  of  your  interrogator  in  terms  of  his 
mind  and  to  which  your  "association"  bears  little 
if  any  "relation."  When  to  perplexity  is  added  con- 
fusion we  have  "Babel." 

"Bob"  Ingersoll  was  just  another  Don  Quixote, 
always  fighting  "windmills"  in  the  limelight,  up- 
setting the  fetish  footstools  of  religious  interpre- 
tation, (telling  children  there  was  no  Santa  Claus, 
destroying  their  symbol  and  leaving  them  to  mourn 
the  substance  while  its  sweetness  still  lived  in  their 
memory),  posing  as  an  agnostic,  being  called  an 
infidel,  and  silently  worshipping  God  according  to 
the  dictates  of  his  own  conscience.  The  things  that 
Ingersoll  attacked  were  always  the  minor  or  com- 
plicating (subordinate)  relations  and  no  solution 
was  possible  until  they  were  entirely  eliminated 
from  the  problem.  They  would  not  fit  in  with  the 
formula  A  -f-  B  =  C.  Ingersoll's  mistake  was  in 
fighting  them   instead   of  eliminating  them  in   an 
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orderly  manner,  as  Euclid  would  have  done  and 
so  have  made  solution  possible. 

Now  let  us  measure  the  Christian  religion  by 
the  formula  and  see  what  we  have: 

A    +    B    =        C 
Father  +  Son  =  Holy  Ghost 

Now  if  the  solution  is  true  Holy  Ghost  must  be 
C  and  equal  to  the  two  associate  quantities  A  and  B 
or  Father  and  Son.  C  or  Holy  Ghost  is  your  doc- 
trine and  embraces  Judaism,  Romanism,  Lutherism, 
etc.,  or  in  other  words  Jewish  Prophecy,  Catholic 
Interpretation  and  Protestant  Application.  Where 
will  you  find  a  Jew  to  accept  Roman  prophecy,  a 
Catholic  to  accept  Jewish  interpretation  or  a 
Protestant  to  accept  Catholic  application?  Each 
part  instantly  assumes  to  be  equal  to  the  whole 
(predicates)  and  destroys  the  rest  of  your  problem. 
In  reality  this  is  what  you  have: 

A+B=D+E+F 

D,  E  and  F  are  minor  relations  and  can  never 
equal  C  or  the  two  associate  quantities  A  and  B 
of  which  they  are  only  a  part. 

The  great  mistake  of  Christianity  is  a  minor 
relation  and  consists  in  attributing  to  the  Devil 
infinite  power,  making  him  equal  to  the  Father  or 
Son  and  thereby  creating  three  associates  in  the 
subject  and  the  consequent  minor  relation  in  the 
predicate,  (the  Son  a  "setter  up,"  and  the  Devil 
a  "knocker  down").  There  is  no  solution  because 
wrongfully  propounded. 
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When  asked  the  first  commandment  Jesus  an- 
swered, "Love  the  Lord  thy  God  with  all  thy  heart, 
and  with  all  thy  soul  and  with  all  thy  mind 
and  with  all  thy  strength,"  and  the  second,  "Thou 
shalt  love  thy  neighbor  as  thyself." 

The  God  of  Israel  was  a  jealous  God  and  pre- 
ferred a  Jew  first  and  a  Gentile  afterwards.  As 
long  as  prejudice  remains  a  key  to  the  human 
mind,  how  can  a  nation  of  people  love  a  God  that 
was  prejudiced  and  preferred  others  before  them? 
There  is  only  one  interpretation  under  which  these 
commandments  can  apply  equally  to  all  humanity 
and  that  has  long  been  known  as  Pantheism.  In- 
telligence is  the  only  thing  that  can  solve  our 
destiny  or  raise  our  plane  of  being,  and  therefore 
the  only  thing  we  can  love  with  all  our  heart,  with 
all  our  soul,  with  all  our  mind  and  with  all  our 
strength.  Only  when  the  whole  inheres  in  every 
part  can  we  love  each  part  the  same.  By  inter- 
preting intelligence  as  God  (or  Pantheism)  we  can 
see  God  in  everything  and  love  it  with  all  our 
heart,  with  all  our  soul,  with  all  our  mind  and 
with  all  our  strength.  By  interpreting  ourselves 
as  a  part  of  humanity,  we  can  feel  that  the  whole 
inheres  in  every  part,  and  only  by  interpreting 
others  as  a  part  of  us,  can  we  love  our  neighbor 
as  ourself. 

The  people  of  all  nations  from  the  beginning  of 
time  have  entertained  a  belief  in  the  hereafter,  the 
transmigration  of  souls,  eternal  punishment,  divine 
ecstacy,  etc.  All  these  beliefs  are  founded  upon 
sameness  or  "similarities,"  (prophecy)  and  no  one 
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as  yet  has  succeeded  in  detecting  a  change  or  "dif- 
ference" that  would  establish  the  "concept."  The 
noun  or  arithmetic  has  told  them  where  to  go,  but 
the  verb  or  grammar  has  failed  to  put  them  there. 


BIOLOGY 
A      +     B      =  C 

Substance  +  Motion  =  Creation  or  Intelligence 

(formula). 

There  are  three  primordial  elements  in  the  uni- 
verse— substance,  motion,  and  intelligence — one 
for  each  plane  of  existence  and  each  is  known  by 
two  characteristics  indicating  two  associates  used 
to  form  its  concept.  Substance  occupies  space  and 
has  position,  motion  moves  and  organizes,  intelli- 
gence is  order  and  system.  These  three  primordial 
elements  compose  the  universe  and  all  created 
things  therein  contain  some  trace  of  each  of  these 
primordial  elements,  the  preponderence  of  the 
primordial  element  determining  the  plane  of  its 
existence — material,  vital  or  intellectual.  Substance 
and  motion  are  the  associates,  cause  or  subject,  and 
intelligence  the  relation,  effect  or  predicate. 

Take  a  bowl  or  water  and  tap  the  edge  lightly. 
You  see  little  circles  forming  from  edge  to  center, 
from  which  run  radii,  giving  it  a  spiderweb  ap- 
pearance. The  little  nucleus  in  the  center  is 
nature's  primitive  brain,  created  by  the  association 
of  substance  and  motion. 
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Substance  occupies  space;  motion  has  no  home; 
and  intelligence  only  a  temporary  abode.  When- 
ever motion  associates  or  attaches  to  substance 
similar  to  a  parasite  there  is  a  vibration;  a  kind 
of  struggle,  contraction,  (resistance) ;  then  an  ex- 
pansion, (submission  or  acceptance).  Vibration 
begins  to  organize  the  substance  and  control  the 
motion,  creating  a  more  suitable  home  or  residence 
for  intelligence  and  raising  its  plane  of  existence. 
Vibration  will  develop  the  circles,  radii  and  nucleus 
into  body,  skeleton,  muscles,  arteries,  veins,  nerves 
and  brain ;  highways  and  byways  of  inter-communi- 
cation for  our  functional  organization.  When 
vibration  or  intelligence  is  no  longer  able  to  keep 
these  highways  and  byways  open,  our  functions 
will  be  obstructed  and  motion  will  desert  our  sub- 
stance until  there  arises  such  a  distribution  of  our 
primordial  elements  that  we,  or  what  we  know  as 
life,  ceases  to  exist. 


ORIGIN  OF  LIFE 

A        +  B  =      C 

Substance  -f-  Freedom  of  Motion  =  Animal 

Life,  motion  or  energy  comes  from  the  sun — 
positive.  Nourishment,  substance,  body  comes  from 
the  earth — negative.  Father  sun  associating  with 
mother  earth,  being  united  by  vibration,  little  vita- 
sensitones   are  carried   from   the   sun   through   the 
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salt  sea  water  into  the  soft  mud  forming  a  nucleus, 
amalgamating  the  three  primordial  elements  which 
give  birth  to  all  things.  The  tiny  organism  or- 
ganizes and  increases  appearing  upon  the  surface 
of  the  earth  in  the  form  of  vegetation,  seemingly 
for  the  purpose  of  protecting  the  earth  from  the 
burning  sun.  Vegetation  being  exposed  or  in  closer 
association,  absorbs  more  motion  and  becomes  an 
animal.  The  animal  being  endowed  with  freedom 
of  movement  acquires  more  intelligence  and  be- 
comes human. 


VIBRATION 

A         +        B         =       C 

Contraction  +  Relaxation  =  Vibration 

Vibration  is  more  than  motion.  It  is  motion  and 
substance  combined  with  intelligence  which  always 
accompanies  it.  Without  substance  there  would  be 
nothing  to  vibrate,  and  without  motion  it  could 
not  move.  Without  intelligence  there  would  be  no 
reason  to  vibrate.  In  reality  vibration  can  be 
divided  into  two  associates  of  which  the  first  is 
contraction  when  meeting  substance,  and  the  second 
expansion  or  relaxation  when  taking  on  motion. 
While  always  accompanied  by  intelligence,  intelli- 
gence as  yet  remains  intangible.  Vibration  is  the 
messenger  of  substance,  the  herald  of  intelligence 
and  the  connecting  link  between  matter  and  mind. 
All  the  functions  of  the  human  organism  are  car- 
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ried  on  by  means  of  vibration,  therefore,  contrac- 
tion -f-  relaxation  =  metabolism.  The  higher  the 
organization  the  greater  the  demand  for  vibration 
until  in  ourselves  the  lungs  and  heart,  the  two 
organs  most  essential  to  life,  might  easily  be  mis- 
taken for  vibrators. 

Geological,  mineral  or  inorganic  matter  is 
mostly  substance  and  shows  little  evidence  of  vibra- 
tion, the  nucleus  often  remaining  indistinguishable 
unless  it  be  through  polarity. 

Botanical  or  vegetable  matter  contains  more 
motion  and  is  known  as  organic  substance  on  ac- 
count of  its  systematically  arranged  structure 
formed  by  vibration;  the  distinguishability  of  the 
nucleus  and  the  systematically  selected  and  organ- 
ized substance  composing  the  entity.  With  the  dis- 
tinguishability of  the  nucleus  and  the  increase  of 
motion,  also  came  organs  of  reproduction  or  life. 

Zoological,  or  animal  organisms  are  the  next 
highest  order,  possessing  most  motion,  the  nucleus 
being  easily  distinguishable  as  the  solar  plexus 
from  which  the  substantive  part  of  the  organization 
is  nourished,  formed  and  poised.  With  this  order 
we  get  freedom  of  movement  and  higher  intelli- 
gence, there  being  such  an  increase  of  motion  one 
of  the  ganglia  attains  a  high  state  of  development 
and  becomes  recognizable  as  governing  the  motions 
of  the  organism  as  by  remote  control.  The  plane 
of  progression  is  from  mineral  kingdom  to  vege- 
table to  animal;  the  vegetable  subsisting  upon  the 
mineral  and  the  animal  upon  the  vegetable. 

Eliminating  the  hypothetical  biology  and  recog-

nizing  the  formula  of  creation  it  is  apparent  that 
the  solar  plexus  controls  the  substantive  or  arith- 
metical part  of  our  organization,  being  supple- 
mented by  the  stomach,  liver,  heart,  lungs,  bowels, 
and  other  organs  of  digestion,  while  the  cerebellum 
supplemented  by  the  cerebrum  with  its  functions 
of  intelligence,  psychological,  phrenological  or  as 
your  own  theory  may  interpret,  controls  the  motive 
or  grammatical  part  of  our  organization. 

Mr.  Anatomist,  Mr.  Physiologist,  Mr.  Physician 
— you  might  as  well  deny  the  necessity  of  having 
a  father  and  mother  as  to  slight  or  overlook  the 
importance  of  the  solar  plexus  by  giving  more 
prominence  to  the  brain  and  central  nervous  sys- 
tem (subjective  mind?)  than  you  do  to  the  sympa- 
thetic (objective  mind?),  for  the  substantive  part 
of  your  organization  is  carried  on  through  the  lat- 
ter and  the  motive  part  through  the  former  and 
you  could  not  get  along  without  both  associating 
together. 

Wherein  lies  the  concept  for  the  superiority  of 
human  intelligence?  Does  not  all  our  intelligence 
come  by  vibration  through  the  senses?  Do  not 
some  of  the  lower  animals  have  one  or  more  of 
the  five  senses  much  more  highly  developed  than 
we?  The  senses  are  arithmetical,  and  carry  their 
adjective  notations  of  nature's  predicate  directly 
to  the  objective  mind,  and  therein  lies  the  "simi- 
larity" of  perception  for  the  entire  animal  king- 
dom. Mankind  has  risen  in  intellectual  superiority 
by  virtue  of  a  more  proficient  use  of  the  subjective 
mind,  which  is  a  part  of  his  generation  and  trans- 
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forms  nature's  predicate  into  his  own  ego,  giving 
him  the  grammar  or  how  to  do,  and  making  it  the 
subject  of  his  own  freedom  of  movement.  This 
"difference"  predicates  the  supremacy  of  mankind. 
Curiosity  +  Elimination  =  Education.  Curiosity 
instinctively  mirrors  upon  the  objective  mind. 
Elimination  (our  process  of  solution  or  reason) 
takes  place  in  the  subjective  mind.  The  power  to 
eliminate  is  the  power  to  think.  Elimination  is  the 
approach  to  learning.  Three  associates  in  the  sub- 
ject give  a  sophism  in  the  predicate.  Only  elimina- 
tion can  reduce  a  sophism  to  a  truism.  Addition 
could  only  add  to  confusion.  The  power  to  elimi- 
nate predicates  the  power  to  educate  or  to  become 
domesticated. 
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THE  MENTAL  CONCEPT, 
THIRD  DIMENSION  TO  INTELLIGENCE 

The  concept  is  always  formed  in  this  manner. 
Either  objectively  through  the  senses  or  subjec- 
tively through  memory  two  associates  or  objects  are 
mirrored  upon  the  mind  and  there  is  a  vibration 
of  recognition.  The  mind  in  comparing  their  simi- 
larity detects  a  difference  and  this  difference  of 
relation  is  then  stored  in  the  mind  as  a  concept. 

The  objective  mind  belongs  to  the  subject,  or 
noun,  is  arithmetical  in  scope  and  functions  as  an 
adjective  making  notation  of  the  fact,  position  or 
order.  It  is  always  looking  for  sameness  or  simi- 
larities and  asks  the  question,  how? 

The  subjective  mind  belongs  to  the  verb,  is 
grammatical  in  scope,  and  functions  as  an  adverb, 
working  out  the  manner  or  method.  It  is  always 
looking  for  motion,  change,  or  difference  and  asks 
the  question,  why? 

When  you  perceive  the  how  and  why  and  the 
objective  and  subjective  minds  are  associated  to- 
gether by  a  harmonious  vibration,  your  problem 
is  solved  and  your  answer  is  the  concept — the 
arithmetic  of  substance  and  the  grammar  of  mo- 
tion— the  two  associates  that  lead  to  intelligence. 

The  fundamental  principle  of  the  concept  is  the 
fundamental  principle  of  all  creation  and  gives  us 
the  universal  formula,  A  -f-  B  ==  C,  the  grammar 
or  language  of  nature.  The  concept  or  first  effect 
is  our  beginning.  The  causes  prior  thereto  are 
readily  discerned,  but  yet  to  be  explained. 
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FUNDAMENTAL  PRINCIPLES  UPON  WHICH  AIL  OUR  INTELLIGENCE 
HAS  BEEN  PREDICATED 
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CONCEPT  CONTINUED 

A      +        B         =      C 

Similarity  +  Difference  =  Concept 

Concept  is  the  unit  measure  of  intelligence. 
When  we  learn  something  we  are  said  to  form  a 
concept  and  the  sum  of  our  concepts  is  the  amount 
of  our  knowledge.  If  we  wish  to  grow  in  intelli- 
gence we  must  learn  to  form  concepts.  Your  mind 
is  a  part  of  you  and  works  mechanically  and  with 
tools  just  the  same  as  your  hands,  and  it  is  essential 
that  you  learn  to  use  your  mind  mechanically,  the 
same  as  your  hands.  Your  mind  is  in  two  parts — 
known  as  the  objective  and  subjective  mind. 

The  objective  mind  is  always  looking  for  simi- 
larities and  asks  the  question,  how?  The  subjective 
mind  is  always  looking  for  differences  and  asks 
the  question,  why?  When  you  understand  the 
how  and  the  why,  the  problem  is  solved  and  your 
answer  is  the  concept. 

The  mental  concept  is  always  formed  in  this 
manner.  Either  objectively  through  the  senses  or 
subjectively  through  memory  two  associates  or 
objects  are  mirrored  upon  the  mind  (first  step, 
the  two  associates) ;  the  mind  in  comparing  their 
likeness  detects  a  difference;  (second  step,  the 
comparison,  similarity  and  difference)  ;  there  is  a 
Hash  of  recognition;  (third  step,  the  vibration 
within  you  which  always  accompanies  the  advent 
of  new  knowledge  or  a  concept). 
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A  concept  is  a  problem  solved  and  the  solution 
of  a  problem  is  always  a  concept.  All  jokes  are 
concepts  and  in  solving  them  the  mind  works  so 
slowly  that  we  can  isolate  and  follow  each  mechani- 
cal movement,  so  we  will  illustrate  the  concept  by 
explaining  a  joke. 

First  Example 

'We  see  a  fat  man  running  down  the  street  after 
his  hat." 

We  laugh;  it  is  a  joke.  It  is  a  problem  solved. 
It  is  a  concept.  Let  us  analyze. 

The  man  and  the  hat  are  the  two  associates, 
(first  step). 

Running  down  the  street  is  the  similarity,  (part 
of  second  step ) . 

One  having  legs,  the  other  none,  is  the  differ- 
ence, (balance  of  second  step) ;  then  comes  the 
vibration,  (third  step  which  ushers  in  the  con- 
cept). 

The  concept  is  "Some  things  can  run  without 
legs." 

Second  Example 

"A  stranger  in  making  change  hands  you  several 
coins  which  you  accept." 

Let  us  analyze.  You  compare  the  coins  as  being 
similar  to  your  memory  of  real  money  and  of  the 
proper  value;  you  make  coins  and  money  the  two 
associates.  Later,  in  comparing  the  coins,  you 
detect  one  of  the  coins  to  be  a  counterfeit.    That 
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makes  the  difference.  The  vibration  of  recognition 
becomes  a  very  perceptible  shock,  and  you  get  the 
concept,  "All  coins  are  not  money." 

Third  Example 

All  things  are  made  from  the  three  primordial 
elements.  A  concept  is  a  thing  and  contains 
elements  susceptible  of  materialization,  personifi- 
cation, and  mentalization.  We  will  now  select  a 
concept  from  Lincoln's  Momentum  for  further 
analysis  and  embellishments,  and  if  you  will  follow 
closely  and  visualize  you  doubtless  will  be  able 
to  perceive  the  materialization,  personification  and 
mentalization  of  a  concept,  the  actual  materials, 
the  actual  people  and  the  actual  thoughts,  a  rare 
vividness  of  portrayal  seldom  found  in  literature. 

THE  CONCEPT  MOMENTUM 
"Under  a  great  beam  is  fastened  a  pulley 
through  which  passes  a  small  rope,  the  ends  of 
which  rest  upon  the  ground.  Attached  to  one  end 
of  this  rope  is  a  leaden  weight  (materials  for  the 
concept),  around  which  are  grouped  in  a  circle 
the  disciples,  seemingly  in  the  deepest  abstraction." 
(Persons  for  the  concept.) 

Plato — "Why  such  noble  looking  and  devout  men 
passing  their  time  in  idleness?'      (Looking  for 
similarities.) 
Socrates — "They    contemplate    upon    momentum." 

(Showing  difference.) 
Plato — "Why  this   leaden   weight,   this   rope,   and 
that   pulley   attached   to   yonder  beam?'      (Ma- 
terialization.) 
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Socrates — "They    are   instruments    to    induce   mo- 
mentum  to    leave   its   intangible   abode   in   the 
universe  and  come  and  perform  in  the  presence 
of  the  disciples."    (Personification.) 
Plato — "But,  show  me  this  impossibility."    (Com- 
prehends similarity  but  doubts  the  difference.) 
Socrates — "Certainly.    Just  step  within  the  circle, 
pull  lightly  upon  the  rope.    See!    The  weight 
ascends  and  I  place  it  gently  upon  your  head." 
Plato — "I    feel   the   weight   of   the   leaden   object 

upon  my  head."  (The  similarity  mentalized.) 
Socrates — "Just  so.  Now  pull  some  more  upon  the 
rope.  The  weight  has  traveled  to  the  beam,  so 
you  may  now  release  your  hold  upon  the  rope." 
(The  weight  descends  upon  poor  Plato's  head.) 
(The  difference  personified.) 
Socrates — "You  again  feel  the  same  object  upon 

your  head." 
Plato — "But,  there  was  a  decided  difference  the 
last  time."  (The  vibration  mentalizing  the  dif- 
ference.) 
Socrates — "Now,  take  a  seat  among  the  disciples 
and  consider  the  nature  of  momentum."  (The 
concept  momentum  perceived  or  mentalized  as 
a  tangible  thing.) 

Abraham  Lincoln  was  a  master  of  jokes.  Jokes 
are  concepts.  Concepts  are  intelligence.  Therefore 
Abraham  Lincoln  was  a  master  of  intelligence.  The 
fundamental  principle  necessary  to  understand  a 
joke  is  the  fundamental  principle  necessary  to 
solve  problems,  so  our  aptitude  to  understand  a 
joke  predicates  our  likelihood  to  become  learned. 
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SUBJECT  AND  PREDICATE

Noun  -J-  Verb  =  Object,  State  or  Being 

(Creation) 

In  nature's  language  the  noun  and  the  verb  are 
the  fundamental  parts  of  speech  and  reveal  the 
associates,  cause  and  subject.  The  adjective  and 
adverb  are  the  major  relations  and  reveal  the  effect 
or  predicate.  The  preposition,  conjunction,  pro- 
noun and  interjection  are  minor  relations. 

Nature  is  our  subject  and  we  are  its  predicate. 
In  English  grammar  the  verb  belongs  to  the  predi- 
cate and  problems  are  often  propounded  depending 
upon  the  predicate  to  supply  the  verb  or  action 
necessary  to  complete  the  solution.  Many  such 
problems  are  impossible  of  solution.  In  nature's 
grammar  the  subject  always  supplies  the  verb  or 
action  necessary  to  insure  solution  and  completion 
of  the  predicate.  Nature's  problems  are  always 
solvable,  though  we  may  be  slow  in  solving  them. 
When  our  minds  predicate  nature,  we  work  with 
nature  and  our  power  is  infinite.  Our  power  to 
make  nature  predicate  our  mind  is  finite  and 
limited  by  our  freedom  of  movement.  Christ  nor 
none  of  his  followers  ever  said  to  the  mountain, 
"Be  ye  removed"  and  were  predicated  by  nature. 
Mohammed  and  all  of  his  followers  could  say  to 
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the  mountain,  "I  will  go  to  you"  and  predicate  it 
themselves. 

In  history  many  religious  cults  (falsely  claim- 
ing Divine  inspiration  or  power,  false  prophets), 
psychologists  and  metaphysicians  have  proclaimed 
the  power  of  mind  over  matter,  but  none  of  them 
have  ever  predicated  their  subject.  My  mind  can 
direct  the  motion  of  my  body  to  motivate  the 
matter  of  my  body  to  the  extent  of  my  freedom  of 
motion  only,  and  my  freedom  of  motion  conversely 
limits  the  power  of  my  mind  over  matter  or  to 
predicate  anything.  With  my  freedom  of  movement 
I  can  move  things  outside  my  body  such  as  lifting 
weights  or  intellectually  persuading  other  minds 
and  their  subject  bodies  to  cooperate  with  my  mind. 
In  other  words  my  freedom  of  movement  is  the 
only  thing  subject  to  my  mind  and  the  only  thing 
it  can  predicate.  Your  freedom  of  movement  may 
or  may  not  be  subject  to  my  mind,  as  your  own 
freedom  of  movement  may  elect.  Therefore  mind 
can  only  move  that  which  has  intelligence  and  free- 
dom of  movement.  Our  power  to  communicate  our 
intelligence  to  anything  outside  the  animal  king- 
dom has  never  been  established. 

The  subject  and  predicate  of  grammar,  the 
cause  and  effect  of  arithmetic,  the  associates  and 
major  relation  of  the  formula,  are  but  various  ways 
of  reasoning  or  solving  the  problems  of  nature,  all 
having  the  same  fundamental  foundations  actual 
or  understood.  In  the  higher  planes  of  existence, 
where  there  is  life  in  the  animal  and  vegetable 
kingdoms  come  powers  of  reproduction,  generation 
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or  power  to  predicate  themselves;  the  predicate  of 
one  generation  becoming  the  subject  of  the  next, 
and  in  a  sense  attaining  eternal  life. 

This  phenomenon  of  nature  often  brings  confu- 
sion to  the  human  mind  and  many  have  lost  their 
sense  of  reasoning  as  to  which  is  subject  and  which 
is  predicate.  They — (This  predicates  my  definition 
of  intelligence  as  being  system  and  order,  for  these 
people  recognize  the  system  of  reproduction,  but 
fail  to  note  the  order  of  generation.  They  are  on 
the  right  road  but  do  not  know  which  direction  to 
go.) — do  not  know  whether  the  hen  or  the  egg  was 
first,  and  predicate  all  others  as  being  of  like  mind. 
With  clear  thinking  it  is  plain  that  the  hen  can 
lay  an  egg  to  make  another  hen,  but  she  cannot 
lay  an  egg,  nor  can  any  other  hen  lay  an  egg  to 
make  herself,  therefore  she  must  be  prior,  subject 
and  before  the  egg  which  is  her  predicate.  Like- 
wise our  today  is  the  predicate  of  yesterday  and 
the  subject  of  tomorrow.  What  predicates  us  today 
becomes  others'  subject  tomorrow. 

As  we  reverence  the  law  of  today,  we  worship 
the  malice  and  hatred  of  yesterday  which  inspired 
that  law  to  be  enacted.  The  penitentiaries  we  build 
today  will  be  predicated  by  imprisoning  our  chil- 
dren tomorrow.  Under  the  law  of  mind  over  matter 
every  vow  becomes  a  self-sacrifice,  and  every  law 
a  prison  bar.  You  cannot  preach  the  prince  of 
peace  while  glorifying  the  unknown  soldier.  The 
one  does  not  predicate  the  other.  We  must  learn 
to  play  the  game  of  subject  and  predicate  hon- 
estly for  when  we  cheat  we  cheat  only  ourselves. 
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Nature's  laws  are  based  upon  the  formula  and  the 
subject  contains  and  governs  the  verb  or  the  en- 
forcement act  which  insures  it  will  be  predicated 
without  the  assistance  of  enforcement  officers. 
When  man  learns  to  enact  such  a  law,  I  will  bow 
my  head  in  reverence,  but  until  he  does,  permit  me 
to  remain  a  pantheist. 

Our  laws  predicate  our  state  of  mind  and  our 
predicates  have  gotten  too  fast  and  run  ahead  of 
their  subject.  The  increase  of  motion  (verbs)  in 
the  past  few  decades  has  been  faster  than  mental 
digestion.  Our  predicates  no  longer  contain  suffi- 
cient intelligence  to  reveal  their  subject  and  we 
wonder  what  they  are  all  about.  We  are  sick  and 
spewing  our  predicates  over  everything,  leaving 
the  taint  of  our  mental  inefficiency.  Our  verb  has 
gotten  away  from  our  subject,  and  intelligence  has 
deserted  our  predicate.  We  must  detach  the  verb 
(our  freedom  of  motion)  from  the  predicate  and 
bring  it  back  to  the  subject,  then  intelligence  will 
enlighten  our  predicate,  for  under  the  grammar  of 
nature  the  subject  must  contain  the  verb  or  en- 
forcement act  that  insures  predication,  and  the 
predicate  must  possess  the  intelligence  that  reveals 
its  subject.  This  is  the  inexorable  law  of  knowl- 
edge. When  we  learn  to  apply  it,  we  will  all  be 
able  to  pull  out  of  the  muck  and  enter  the  most 
glorious  epoch  in  the  history  of  civilization;  an 
epoch  in  which  there  will  be  no  interference  with 
each  other's  freedom  of  movement,  and  each  will 
be  expected  to  predicate  his  own  subject. 

Am  I  my  brother's  keeper?    Can  I  predicate  his 
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subject?  Only  by  using  my  intelligence,  teaching 
him  until  his  mind  becomes  the  same  as  my  own, 
then  when  I  predicate  my  mind  will  I  also  predi- 
cate his.  Motion,  force  (punishment),  energy 
predicates  substance  or  matter.  Only  intelligence 
can  predicate  mind,  and  the  moment  we  apply 
force  we  arouse  prejudice,  which  renders  predica- 
tion impossible  until  prejudice  is  eliminated. 
Force  subjugates  the  body  and  destroys  the  mind. 
Intelligence  subjects  the  mind  to  direct  the  body. 

Analyze  yourself!  Are  you  subjecting  or  predi- 
cating? If  you  are  subjecting,  who  or  what  will 
do  the  predicating?  If  you  are  predicating,  who  or 
what  is  your  subject?  A  grammatical  understand- 
ing of  these  questions  will  enable  you  to  answer 
them  with  mathematical  precision.  To  understand 
how  to  solve  a  problem  you  first  must  learn  how 
to  propound  it.  If  wrongfully  propounded  it  can- 
not be  solved. 

My  logic  of  the  universal  formula  is  not  so 
much  a  study  in  solution  as  it  is  a  study  in  pro- 
pounding, and  I  have  not  been  able  to  solve  the 
problems  of  the  ages  so  much  as  I  have  been  able 
to  point  out  the  errors  of  propounding  the  subject 
and  showing  why  it  cannot  be  predicated. 
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EDUCATION

Impulse  +  Prejudice  =  Intelligence  (our?) 

There  are  but  three  keys  to  the  human  mind. 
You  can  appeal  to  one's  impulses,  to  his  preju- 
dices, and  to  his  intelligence,  but  in  no  other  way. 

Impulse  and  prejudice  represent  personality,  and 
intelligence  quality.  Impulses  come  as  a  heritage 
from  nature  to  advance  one's  plane  of  existence. 
Prejudices  are  matters  of  environment,  or  reactions 
of  our  own  free  will.  Intelligence  is  an  under- 
standing of  order  and  system. 

The  great  mistake  of  education  and  all  past 
civilization  has  been  its  failure  to  eliminate  preju- 
dice (our  unfavorable  reactions)  as  a  key  to  the 
human  mind.  It  negatives  results,  and  sets  mankind 
against  itself.  Our  problem  is  to  love  our  neighbor 
as  ourself  and  prejudice  will  never  allow  us  to 
solve  it.  Prejudice  is  the  key  that  sends  us  to 
school  to  learn  the  axioms,  maxims  and  precepts 
for  our  guidance,  then  instructs  the  Supreme  Court 
how  to  punish  us  for  practicing  them.  It  is  a  minor 
relation  that  always  brings  a  sophism,  and  never 
a  truism.  It  turns  heaven  into  hell  and  makes  us 
love  our  neighbor  as  ourselves,  by  deceiving  us  as 
we  deceive  others. 

Socrates  is  said  to  have  been  the  world's  pro- 
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foundest  thinker.  His  rivals  sought  to  trap  him  by 
propounding  the  seemingly  unanswerable  question, 
"Is  it  right  to  deceive?5  Socrates  answered,  "Is  it 
not  right  to  deceive  the  enemy?'  This  was  a  direct 
appeal  to  both  their  impulse  and  prejudice,  and 
they  interpreted  his  answer  as  "yes"  and  upon  this 
answer  and  interpretation  rests  much  of  his  title 
to  fame.  It  has  been  handed  down  as  a  heritage 
from  the  Greek  Academy  and  accepted  academi- 
cally without  refutation  by  all  the  schools  of  learn- 
ing, religious  and  profane,  until  this  day.  They 
were  all  wrong.  Our  educational  and  legal  struc- 
ture is  wrong.  Our  minds  are  deceived — it  is  im- 
possible to  predicate  justice  upon  deceit.  Deceit 
must  be  solved  and  eliminated  before  truth  or  jus- 
tice can  be  revealed.    "It  is  not  right  to  deceive." 

Analysis  "Enemy"  (any  transgressor)  is  a  minor 
relation.  It  is  not  abstract  but  less  than  the  whole. 
It  is  a  part  set  apart  by  prejudice.  If  it  is  not  right 
to  "deceive"  the  whole,  it  is  not  right  to  deceive 
any  part,  and  conversely,  if  it  is  right  to  "deceive" 
any  part,  it  is  right  to  deceive  the  whole,  for  the 
whole  inheres  in  every  part  and  no  part  can  be 
greater  than  the  whole.  If  we  invoke  the  point  of 
position  and  ask,  "Is  it  right  for  the  enemy  to 
deceive  us?"  the  same  impulse  and  prejudice  con- 
trovert themselves  and  answer,  "no."  The  wrong 
was  in  having  an  enemy  and  it  could  not  be  righted 
by  deceit. 

The  same  analysis  applies  to  the  formula  solu- 
tion of  the  three  keys  at  the  head  of  this  chapter. 
You  will  note  that  I  have  placed  "our"  in  paren- 
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thesis.  "Intelligence"  is  an  abstract  idea  or  major 
relation,  while  "our  intelligence"  is  a  limited  idea, 
degree,  or  a  minor  relation.  We  get  this  minor 
relation  in  this  predicate  because  "prejudice"  in 
the  subject  is  analytically  a  minor  relation  or 
negative  (we  cannot  be  prejudiced  against  the 
whole  or  everything,  but  think  we  can  against  a 
part),  and  a  minor  relation,  negative,  or  third 
associate,  in  the  subject  brings  a  minor  relation  or 
sophism  in  the  predicate.  The  answer  without  our 
interpretation  and  analysis  was  a  sophism  being 
true  in  part  or  degree  but  misleading  as  a  whole, 
for  prejudice  never  adds  to  intelligence  as  the 
formula  would  imply. 

I  have  known  the  three  keys  to  the  human  mind 
for  many  years,  but  the  formula  of  creation  only 
a  few  weeks.  I  did  not  like  the  "prejudice"  key 
and  have  long  sought  a  substitute.  There  is  no  sub- 
stitute. The  only  remedy  is  to  lock  the  door  and 
throw  the  key  away.  It  is  only  a  minor  relation 
and  must  be  eliminated.  This  is  our  solution : 

Impulse  +  Intelligence  =  Truth 

If  you  had  three  doors  to  your  home  and  one 
of  your  rooms  was  filthy,  unsanitary  and  filled 
with  foul  odors,  you  would  not  invite  your  friends 
to  enter  through  the  door  to  that  room,  to  muss 
up  and  defile  the  rest  of  your  home.  You  would 
lock  or  nail  that  door  up  until  you  could  cleanse 
and  sanitize  the  room. 

The  door  of  prejudice  to  your  mind  is  only  a 
minor  relation  but  the  entrance  through  which  most 
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of  the  filth,  corruption,  injustice,  imposition,  op- 
pression and  deception  has  been  carried  into  your 
temple  of  knowledge  and  deposited  upon  the  altar 
of  your  happiness. 

The  progress  of  civilization,  wealth,  and  culture 
has  always  followed  the  transportation  routes  of 
commerce.  Movement,  the  medium  of  associations 
being  increased,  concepts  multiply,  and  intelligence 
becomes  conspicuous  by  increase.  Within  my  life- 
time, with  the  advent  of  the  automobile,  transpor- 
tation has  increased  tenfold,  and  the  mind  ignoring 
the  mechanics  of  progress  has  marked  time  by  rely- 
ing upon  the  old  ideals  of  faith,  prayer  and  hope, 
and  has  failed  to  keep  pace  with  motion.  We  are 
now  in  a  mechanical  age,  surrounded  with  a  wrealth 
of  contraptions  and  inventions  which  the  intellect 
is  utterly  incompetent  to  distribute  for  the  common 
weal  so  we  are  in  a  terrible  depression  waiting  for 
mind  to  catch  up  with  motion. 

After  these  thousands  of  years  of  slow  increase, 
is  it  possible  for  the  human  mind  to  develop  ten- 
fold within  the  scope  of  a  single  life?  Yes!  and 
may,  I  hope,  within  the  extended  period  of  my 
life.  The  radio,  telephone,  flying  machine,  auto- 
mobile, multipliers  of  motion,  will  soon  be  outdis- 
tanced by  the  giant  of  knowledge  now  ready  to 
emerge  from  his  chrysalis  shell,  the  "Intellectual 
Tool  Box." 

Did  you  ever  try  to  analyze  a  political  speech? 
The  next  time  you  listen  to  one,  just  spread  the 
three  keys  to  the  human  mind  before  you:  No.  1, 
Impulse;    No.   2,   Prejudice;    No.   3,   Intelligence. 
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Then  dissect  the  speech  and  put  each  part  in  its 
respective  compartment;  see  how  much  of  that 
speech  is  directed  at  your  impulse,  "selfishness  and 
vanity."  How  much  more  to  your  prejudice  or 
hatred,  "what  he  is  going  to  do  to  the  other  fel- 
low." How  little  he  has  enlightened  your  intelli- 
gence of  "his  ability  to  accomplish  a  betterment." 
Jollying  you  and  knocking  the  other  fellow  has 
always  been  the  subject  of  political  diplomacy, 
and  as  long  as  it  predicates  your  vote,  you  will 
continue  to  groan  and  pay  the  taxes.  Your  problem 
is  "what  the  politician  is  going  to  do  for  you,"  and 
he  cannot  solve  it  by  telling  you  what  he  is  going 
to  do  to  the  other  fellow. 

Let  every  voter  who  reads  this  message  help  me 
start  a  chain  idea  for  educational  reform  by  adopt- 
ing my  political  creed  and  resolving  never  to  sup- 
port a  candidate  who  attempts  to  appeal  to  our 
prejudice  by  expressing  his  malice  toward  our  fel- 
low men.  We  want  constructive,  not  destructive 
men  in  office,  and  this  is  the  way  to  obtain  them. 
Prejudice  always  divides  and  never  adds.  When 
we  learn  to  eliminate  it  as  a  key  to  our  minds, 
intelligence  will  become  our  teacher  and  we  will 
cease  to  be  afraid  of  one  another. 

N.  B. — Giving  vent  to  "your  own  prejudice"  is 
not  "appealing  to  another's  prejudice,"  so  do  not 
be  surprised  if  you  try  to  prove  my  concept  and 
the  key  fails  to  unlock  for  this  reason.  I  have 
detected  this  difficulty  so  frequently  that  I  have 
often  laughed  at  myself. 
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IMPULSE 

Impulse  causes  the  babe  to  put  forth  its  hand  to 
associate  with  and  discover  new  concepts.  As  the 
hand  goes  forth  new  and  unaccustomed,  unintelli- 
gent sensations  reach  the  infant  mind,  the  babe  in 
wonder  stays  its  hand;  superstition,  fear,  prejudice 
associates  or  minor  relations  of  unknown  concepts 
rush  into  the  mind;  the  babe  impulsively  withdraws 
its  hand  and  in  self-defense  throws  itself  into  a 
paroxysm  of  motion,  noise  and  contractions,  and 
so  continues  until  its  strength  and  vitality  become 
greatly  exhausted;  the  mental  images  become 
dimmed,  fatigue  rules  the  body,  sleep  soothes  the 
mind,  the  muscles  relax  permitting  the  heart  pres- 
sure to  force  the  oxygenated  blood  back  to  the 
remote  asphyxiated  cells,  recuperation  takes  place, 
and  the  babe  awakens  to  again  listen  to  the  voice 
of  impulse. 

PREJUDICE 

When  the  hand  passed  the  point  of  known  "simi- 
larities" and  "difference"  was  becoming  per- 
ceptible, "prejudice"  stopped  its  progress  and  the 
babe  learned  nothing  because  no  new  concept  was 
formed.  This  has  been  the  history  of  human  be- 
havior from  the  infant's  cradle  to  grandfather's 
grave,  and  only  when  chance,  accident,  or  prior 
intelligence  intervened  to  offset  and  overcome  the 
objections  of  "prejudice"  were  the  necessary  asso- 
ciations completed  and  the  "difference"  necessary 
to  complete  a  concept  perceived  and  new  intelli- 
gence achieved. 
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Now,  while  I  have  shown  that  "prejudice"  is  a 
key  to  the  human  mind,  the  mind  can  be  in  error 
or  uninformed  as  well  as  right  and  enlightened, 
and  it  is  on  account  of  its  bearing  upon  these  con- 
ditions that  I  wish  you  to  be  fully  informed  as  to 
the  office  filled  by  prejudice  in  your  own  behavior 
and  in  the  behavior  of  civilization  as  a  whole. 

Prejudice  is  non-creative  and  must  be  overcome 
before  you  can  accomplish  anything.  If  I  was 
inclined  to  visualize  a  devil,  he  would  be  personi- 
fied in  the  image  of  prejudice,  and  biblically  speak- 
ing it  is  what  has  always  stood  between  mankind 
and  his  plane  of  progression.  It  is  the  brake  upon 
the  wheels  of  progress  and  must  be  eliminated, 
because  in  denying  our  neighbor  freedom  of  move- 
ment we  automatically  curtail  our  own. 

Prejudice  -f-  Deceit  =  Dishonesty 

Victor  Hugo  wrote  three  wonderful  books,  sev- 
eral thousand  pages.  They  were  predicates  of 
his  conception  of  Religion,  Law  and  Nature.  In 
his  preface  to  Toilers  of  the  Sea  he  revealed  the 
subject  of  which  they  were  his  predicate.  I  read 
those  books  some  twenty  years  ago.  I  was  very 
much  impressed  with  them  and  the  profundity 
with  which  the  author  handled  his  subject.  I  have 
since  quizzed  many  people  who  claimed  great 
mental  inspiration  from  those  books;  but  I  have 
yet  to  quiz  the  first  one  who  was  able  to  tell  me 
the  subject  in  the  author's  mind  that  prompted  him 
to  write  the  books.  What  is  a  predicate  without 
a  subject?    Nothing!    A  waste  of  energy!    It  can- 
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note  create  or  educate,  but  often  misleads.    Dis- 
cover its  subject,  or  eliminate  the  predicate! 

PREFACE  TO  TOILERS  OF  THE  SEA 

"Religion,  society  and  nature!  These  are  the 
three  struggles  of  man.  They  constitute  at  the 
same  time  his  three  needs.  He  has  need  of  a  faith; 
hence  the  temple.  He  must  create;  hence  the  city. 
He  must  live;  hence  the  plough  and  the  ship.  But 
these  three  solutions  comprise  three  perpetual  con- 
flicts. The  mysterious  difficulty  of  life  results  from 
all  three.  Man  strives  with  obstacles  under  the 
form  of  superstition,  under  the  form  of  prejudice, 
and  under  the  form  of  the  elements.  A  triple 
A'  V  A  Y  K  N  weighs  upon  us.  There  is  the  fatal- 
ity of  dogmas,  the  oppression  of  human  laws,  the 
inexorability  of  nature.  In  Notre  Dame  de  Paris 
the  author  denounced  the  first,  in  Les  Miserables 
he  exemplified  the  second;  in  The  Toilers  of  the 
Sea,  he  indicates  the  third.  With  these  three  fatali- 
ties mingles  that  inward  fatality  —  the  supreme 
A'  V  A  Y  K  N,  the  human  heart." 

Compare  this  preface  of  Hugo's  with  Tolstoy's 
War  Prophecy.  Note  how  similar  they  are:  Re- 
ligion, Society,  Nature  vs.  Church,  Law,  Commer- 
cialism. An  agnostic  denunciation  —  fighting  a 
predicate  without  recognizing  its  subject;  A  meta- 
phorical oversight!  Why  blame  the  church,  the 
law,  or  commercialism?  Why  should  they  fall? 
Why  another  flood  or  Babel  to  destroy  civilization? 
If  the  chimney  smokes,  why  tear  down  the  house? 
That   wouldn't   teach   you  how  to   build   a  better 
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chimney.  I  proclaim  that  the  church,  the  law, 
and  commercialism  are  not  to  blame.  They  are 
only  our  instruments.  It  is  DISHONESTY  founded 
upon  PREJUDICE  and  DECEIT  that  we  have  car- 
ried into  the  church,  the  law,  and  commercialism 
that  causes  the  BIGOTRY,  HYPOCRISY  and 
FATALITY  of  DOGMAS;  the  LEGAL  CRUEL- 
TIES, and  MORAL  PERVERSIONS  of  LITERA- 
TURE and  STATESMANSHIP;  the  GREED, 
AVARICE,  and  DESTRUCTION  of  COMMER- 
CIALISM. To  merit  universal  approval  our 
churches,  laws  and  business  institutions  need  only 
to  eliminate  DISHONESTY  from  their  predicate 
by  denying  PREJUDICE  and  DECEIT  the  right 
to  associate  with  their  subject.  (Birth  control?) 
So  long  as  we  allow  prejudice  and  deceit  the  right 
to  associate  with  our  subject,  dishonesty  will  ac- 
company us  into  the  Church,  Law,  Commercialism 
or  wherever  we  go,  and  predicate  its  presence  by 
proclaiming  that  they  are  not  to  blame,  but  that 
it  is  our  subject  which  we  are  forcing  them  to 
predicate. 

Above  humanity  we  cannot  rise,  below  it  we 
cannot  fall!    Does  Divinity  lie  anywhere  between? 

By  the  time  we  have  deleted  prejudice  from  the 
curriculums  of  our  educational  institutions,  my 
followers  will  be  intellectually  qualified  to  en- 
lighten your  further  advancement. 
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LABOR 
A      +        B        =  C 

Material  +  Workshop  =  Finished  Product 

All  substance  is  material  and  the  supply  is 
unlimited.  The  only  limit  to  production  is  the 
intelligence  to  know  how,  and  the  willingness  to 
make  it.  All  labor  consists  in  an  intellectual  effort 
to  put  (or  release)  motion  into  material  in  such 
a  manner  that  it  can  be  substituted  to  multiply 
our  own  freedom  of  motion.  (Technocracy  has 
just  announced  that  man  has  multiplied  his  power 
nine  million  times  and  that  the  erg  should  be  the 
standard  of  value,  so  at  this  ratio  Adam's  gold 
dollar  would  have  weighed  33,165  lbs.  avoirdupois. 
Rather  inconvenient  money.) 

A  picks  up  a  piece  of  material,  takes  it  into  his 
workshop,  sits  down  and  begins  to  ponder  what 
he  will  make  of  it.  What  will  he  make?  Unless 
by  accident,  something  of  very  little  value.  Most 
likely  waste  both  the  material  and  his  labor. 

B  goes  into  his  workshop,  decides  to  make  some- 
thing, then  selects  the  material.  What  will  he 
make?  Just  a  little  better  than  A.  He  has  put 
some  intelligence  into  his  workshop  and  will  select 
material  that  can  be  fabricated  with  his  tools,  so 
it  is  likely  that  he  will  not  waste  his  material  and 
mav  make  something  of  value. 
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C  sits  down,  draws  up  a  blueprint,  selects  his 
material,  takes  it  into  his  workshop  and  makes 
what  he  concepted.  He  has  put  some  intelligence 
into  both  the  workshop  and  the  material  so  is  not 
likely  to  waste  either  his  material  or  his  labor, 
and  unless  by  accident,  the  product  will  have 
economic  value  by  being  worth  more  than  the 
labor  and  material  consumed. 

Is  the  laborer  worthy  his  hire?  There  is  no 
compensation  for  labor.  It  is  all  in  what  you 
make.  His  problem  is  not  to  labor,  but  to  make! 
It  is  impossible  to  make  without  laboring.  To 
labor  without  making  is  an  abortion  of  intelli- 
gence— a  predicate  without  a  subject.  It  may  con- 
fuse the  mind  but  will  not  solve  the  problem.  The 
laborer  who  wastes  material  is  a  nuisance.  The 
laborer  who  fails  to  make  something  desirable  is 
an  economic  loss.  Only  the  laborer  whose  product 
will  show  a  profit  over  his  labor  and  cost  of 
material  is  worthy  of  his  hire. 

The  labor  performed  by  A  and  B  is  construc- 
tive and  limited  by  their  own  individual  association, 
while  the  labor  performed  by  C  is  creative,  and  the 
known  associations  can  be  duplicated  ad  infinitum 
in  mass  production  by  preserving  the  intelligence 
and  substituting  the  association  of  other  laborers 
for  that  of  C.  The  service  of  A  and  B  dies  with 
him  while  that  of  C  lives  after  him.  A  had  neither 
subject  nor  predicate.  B  had  predicate  only.  C  had 
both  subject  and  predicate. 

Until  production  becomes  wastefulness  there  is 
no  wrong.    The  wrong  is  in  selfish  restraint  upon 
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distribution.  You  often  hear  the  sophism  of  over- 
production when  thousands  are  suffering  for  the 
lack  of  and  have  not  the  wherewith  to  obtain  it. 
The  necessities  of  mankind  are  food,  clothing,  and 
shelter,  and  his  labor  has  always  been  sufficient 
to  provide  for  his  needs  and  a  surplus  against  the 
hazards  of  nature.  It  is  the  intellectual  and  statu- 
tory (legal?)  perversion  of  this  surplus  against 
the  hazards  of  nature  that  brings  strife  between 
employer  and  employee,  those  having  it  in  charge 
seeking  to  enforce  an  unnatural  hazard  of  nature, 
and  thus  compel  the  others  to  purchase  at  exorbi- 
tant or  unfair  prices.  While  there  is  no  compen- 
sation for  labor,  the  laborer  is  entitled  to  the  fruits 
of  his  labor  and  the  protection  of  the  surplus 
thereof  against  the  hazards  of  nature,  the  perver- 
sion of  ownership,  or  its  wastefulness  in  monuments 
of  glory. 

Every  child  must  have  its  mother  and  father. 
According  to  our  concept  the  mother  will  be  recog- 
nized by  her  similarity  and  the  father  by  his  dif- 
ference. The  child  also  had  a  grandmother  and 
grandfather  to  whom  it  is  a  minor  relation.  There 
is  nothing  new.  Evolution  is  an  addition  of  minor 
relations  to  the  simple  to  form  the  complex.  Edu- 
cation or  intelligence  is  the  elimination  of  minor 
relations  from  the  complex  to  obtain  the  simple. 

Visualization  -J-  Materialization  =  Supply 

The  laws  of  creation  or  sequence  of  minor  rela- 
tions is  based  upon  the  fusion  of  associations,  so 
when  A  and  B  associated  with  the  material  and 
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the  workshop,  some  of  their  essence — some  intelli- 
gence, some  life  and  some  of  their  substance  re- 
mained with  the  material  and  the  workshop.  As 
long  as  they  owned  the  material  and  the  workshop 
everything  was  lovely,  but  as  soon  as  the  source 
of  material  and  workshop  passed  under  other  pro- 
prietorship there  arose  the  question  of  minor  rela- 
tions between  capital  and  labor.  The  laborer 
claimed  those  essences  were  his  children  and  that 
he  had  a  right  to  continue  to  share  in  their  pro- 
duction. The  capitalist  accused  the  laborer  of 
abandoning  his  children,  and  that  he  as  foster 
father  had  saved  them,  and  was  the  only  one  en- 
titled to  their  productiveness.  Which  was  right? 
How  are  they  going  to  solve  it?  Not  by  strikes, 
lockouts,  peaceful  picketing  or  military  protection. 
THEY  are  not  going  to  solve  it,  but  YOU  are! 
Through  their  wrangling  and  inconveniences  you 
will  be  denied  the  right  and  privileges  of  civiliza- 
tion, YOUR  freedom  of  movement  will  be  imposed 
upon  until  in  self  defence  your  intelligence  will 
devise  a  law  eliminating  their  minor  relations. 
Impossible!  How?  Simple!  You  are  going  to 
do  it  the  Pantheistic  way;  the  only  way  you  have 
ever  learned  to  do  things.  By  putting  two  together 
you  will  make  another.  By  associating  their  two 
minor  relations  you  will  perceive  a  major  relation 
— civilization's  right  to  protect  itself  and  regulate 
its  parts. 

The  problem  between  capital  and  labor  is  easily 
predicated  if  we  use  the  formula  and  apply  the 
three  keys  to  the  human  mind.    As  long  as  they 
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act  upon  impulse  there  will  be  perplexity,  dissatis- 
faction and  little  accomplishment.  If  they  add 
prejudice  it  will  bring  confusion,  sabotage  and 
rioting.  As  soon  as  their  mutual  suffering  prompts 
them  to  abandon  their  foolish  laws  enacted  by 
impulse  and  prejudice  and  try  intelligence,  labor 
will  be  performed  in  an  orderly  manner  and  capital 
will  systematically  adjust  itself  to  the  fair  and 
natural  law  of  compensation. 

All  regulations  which  limit  the  quality,  or  nega- 
tive the  output  of  labor  are  not  solutions,  but 
crimes  against  intelligence.  The  error  is  not  in 
(the  subject)  over  production,  but  in  (the  predi- 
cate) under  distribution.  Dishonesty  thrives  where 
ignorance  commands,  and  they  who  seek  to  retard 
the  hand  of  progress  are  outwitted  by  corruption 
which  contrives  for  selfish  gain  when  denied  the 
right  of  intelligent  procedure.  Wasting  time  trying 
to  regulate  a  predicate  is  like  amputating  a  snake's 
tail  to  destroy  its  venom.  To  accomplish,  you  eluci- 
date the  subject,  not  eliminate  the  predicate. 

Memory  is  like  a  dog's  nose:  it  works  by  asso- 
ciations or  a  trail  of  minor  relations.  It  is  winter 
and  snow  covers  the  ground.  We  become  separated 
and  I  wish  to  find  you.  I  recall  where  we  last 
associated  together  and  return  there.  I  look  around 
until  I  discover  your  footprints  in  the  snow.  These 
footprints  represent  your  associations  and  are  your 
minor  relations.  I  follow  these  footprints  until  I 
overtake  and  thereby  bring  you  back  to  mind. 
While  less  tangible  the  trail  of  minor  relations 
followed  by  the  dog's  nose  are  just  as  real,  and 
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while  we  speak  of  them  as  scent  or  essence  they 
are  material  realities.  When  we  wish  to  recall  an 
incident  to  our  memory  we  think  of  or  examine 
different  objects  until  one  comes  to  our  mind  which 
we  recognize  as  an  associate  or  minor  relation, 
then  we  follow  the  trail  of  minor  relations  through 
its  associations  until  we  come  to  or  recall  the  object 
desired  just  as  we  trailed  through  the  snow  to  you 
or  the  dog  noses  out  his  quarry. 
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KENT'S  COMMENTS  ON  LAW 

Superstition  -J-  Mystification  =  Confusion 

Our  statutory  law  is  presumed  to  be  based  upon 
the  Holy  Bible  and  is  man's  predicate  of  his  belief 
or  duty  (subject)  therein.  It  is  an  ancient  prac- 
tice of  courts  to  require  the  witness  to  place  his 
right  hand  upon  the  Bible  (calling  upon  God  to 
enforce)  and  swear  to  tell  the  truth,  the  whole 
truth  and  nothing  but  the  truth. 

Do  you  believe  in  God  the  Father  Almighty, 
maker  of  heaven  and  earth,  and  in  Jesus  Christ 
his  only  Son,  our  Lord,  who  was  conceived  by  the 
Holy  Ghost,  born  of  the  Virgin  Mary,  suffered 
under  Pontius  Pilate,  was  crucified,  dead,  and  was 
buried,  descended  into  Hell,  rose  from  the  dead 
the  third  day,  ascended  into  Heaven,  sitteth  on 
the  right  hand  of  God  the  Father  Almighty,  from 
thence  he  shall  come  to  judge  the  quick  and  the 
dead;  and  do  you  believe  in  the  Holy  Ghost,  the 
communion  of  the  Saints,  the  resurrection  of  the 
body,  the  life  everlasting,  the  justice  of  human 
laws  and  our  rights  of  punishment?    You  do! 

Then  you  predicate  your  mind  upon  the  super- 
stitious belief  that  the  God  whom  you  called  upon 
to  witness  your  truthfulness  has  power  and  will 
intercede  to  enforce  a  just  verdict  from  the  court. 
You  are  an  acceptable  juror  because  the  attorneys 
know   that   your   mind   acts   or   predicates   without 
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the  necessity  of  an  absolute  subject,  and  they  are 
employed  to  construe  the  predicate,  not  to  enlighten 
the  subject. 

Do  you  solemnly  swear  that  you  will  render 
your  verdict  according  to  the  law  and  the  evidence, 
so  help  you  God?    You  do! 

Then  you  have  foresworn  freedom  of  movement, 
your  natural  birthright,  and  in  ignorance,  super- 
stition and  fear,  called  upon  an  unknown  power 
to  witness  your  compliance  with  their  demands. 
(They  search  you  for  concealed  weapons  —  con- 
science, take  your  measuring  rule  away  from  you 
— freedom  of  movement,  place  their  yard  stick  in 
your  hands — written  law,  lock  you  up  and  starve 
you  until  you  are  willing  to  measure  your  neighbor 
by  their  measuring  stick.  They  place  the  mental 
handcuffs  upon  your  mind  before  they  take  them 
off  your  wrists  or  permit  you  to  use  your  fists.) 
That  is  the  environment  under  which  Justice  thrives. 
No  wonder  she  wears  a  bandage  across  her  (your) 
eyes.  We  can  forgive  her  for  being  blind,  for  that 
might  be  an  accident  of  nature.  We  cannot  forgive 
her  for  being  a  harlot  (profiting  by  her  perfidy) 
for  that  is  a  matter  of  her  own  volition. 

Some  day  you  may  be  permitted  to  retain  your 
own  measuring  stick,  and  be  guided  by  the  motive 
and  the  circumstances,  which  were  the  subject  of 
that  which  you  were  sworn  to  predicate. 

We  recognize  two  kinds  of  laws,  natural  and  hu- 
man. Natural  laws  are  the  predicate  of  a  substan- 
tive subject,  are  inexorable  and  need  no  enforce- 
ment officers.  Human  laws  are  the  established  pred- 
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icate  of  man's  prejudice  and  desire  to  restrict  the 
freedom  of  movement  of  his  fellow  man  without 
implanting  the  subject  in  his  intelligence.  The  re- 
ligionists have  always  sought  to  implant  the  sub- 
ject of  their  desires  in  the  hearts  (or  intelligence) 
of  their  followers,  and  when,  and  as  long  as  this 
subject  was  in  their  minds  their  predicate  and 
obedience  was  assured,  for  man's  freedom  of  move- 
ment can  predicate  only  the  subject  in  his  mind. 
Militarists,  being  formed  in  the  image  of  God,  pre- 
sumed that  they  were  Gods,  set  up  their  predicates 
for  the  freedom  of  movement  for  their  citizens  and 
sought  to  force  compliance  and  reverence  thereto 
by  punishment  and  restrictions — the  subject  re- 
maining unrevealed  to  their  untutored  minds,  their 
predicate  was  confusion.  Natural  laws  are  positive 
and  teach  you  to  do  or  increase  your  freedom  of 
motion.  Human  laws  are  negative,  restrict  your 
freedom  of  movement  and  keep  you  from  doing. 
History  reveals  that  religious  dynasties  have  held 
longer  sway  than  military  kingdoms,  the  first  de- 
stroying their  cause  by  applying  force  and  the  lat- 
ter by  presuming  Divine  right.  When  intelligence 
increases  and  Pantheism  associates  the  substance 
(subject)  of  nature  with  the  motives  (predicate) 
of  man  there  will  devolve  a  new  set  of  laws,  morals 
or  ethics.  Confucius  attempted  this  centuries  ago, 
but  since  he  was  neither  religionist  or  militarist, 
had  neither  the  power  nor  the  faith  to  prevail  over 
a  world  which  had  not  the  intelligence  to  under- 
stand. Morals  have  their  subject  in  nature  and 
their  predicate  in  man.    Be  they  written  or  unwrit- 
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ten  you  cannot  escape  their  environment.  Man's 
interference  can  only  caution  or  complicate.  Only 
ignorance  can  appreciate  the  benefits  of  punish- 
ment. It  may  restrain  the  body  but  never  instructs 
the  mind. 

Statutory  law  is  a  trap — a  predicate  waiting  for 
a  subject.  It  is  founded  upon  prejudice  and  main- 
tained by  deceit.  Prejudice  predicates  ignorance 
or  lack  of  intelligence  for  there  is  no  prejudice 
where  there  is  intelligence  to  understand.  Deceit 
predicates  a  cheat,  for  where  there  is  intelligence 
to  explain  there  is  no  cause  for  deceit.  Under 
"Education"  I  have  shown  that  prejudice  and  de- 
ceit are  minor  relations  and  if  not  eliminated  from 
your  subject  will  confuse  your  predicate  by  bring- 
ing a  sophism  instead  of  a  truism.  In  law,  justice 
cannot  prevail  until  prejudice  and  deceit  have  been 
eliminated.  It  may  not  be  contempt  of  court  for 
the  attorneys  to  employ  the  sophistry  of  prejudice 
and  deceit  to  confuse  the  verdict  of  the  court,  but 
it  is  contempt  of  intelligence  for  the  court  to  per- 
mit them  to  do  so. 

Abraham  Lincoln  holds  a  unique  place  in  the 
annals  of  legal  jurisprudence.  As  a  lawyer  he  de- 
clined to  accept  a  client  unless  he  believed  him  to 
be  in  the  right.  When  he  plead  before  the  bar  he 
established  his  subject,  elucidating  and  making 
clear  the  justice  of  his  client.  He  absolutely  re- 
fused to  prostitute  his  intelligence  by  accepting  a 
client,  who  had  no  just  cause  to  predicate  and 
whose  case  could  only  be  won  by  prejudice  and 
deceit,  mystifying  and  confusing  the  court  so  as 
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to  obtain  an  unfair  verdict  or  a  hung  jury.  Abra- 
ham Lincoln  sought  no  predicate  from  the  court 
that  was  unfair  to  the  defendant  or  more  than  jus- 
tice to  his  client. 

As  Lincoln  preached  and  practiced  reverence  for 
the  laws,  he  failed  to  sense  the  minor  relation,  even 
then  turning  our  courts  into  forums  for  racketeers, 
affording  sanctuary  to  the  guilty  while  pretending 
to  protect  the  innocent.  These  racketeers  have  no 
reverence  for  the  laws  and  are  not  guided  by  the 
principles  of  the  great  Emancipator.  They  thrive 
upon  prejudice  and  deceit  and  when  they  go  into 
court,  raise  technical  objections  to  efforts  to  estab- 
lish the  subject,  bemean  their  opponents,  and 
piously  plead  for  an  outrageous  predicate  to  satisfy 
the  demands  of  justice— to  be  paid  into  their  hands. 
This  racketeering  or  perversion  turns  the  laws  and 
courts  into  instruments  of  punishment  rather  than 
bulwarks  of  protection. 

So  long  as  lawyers  sought  to  establish  the  sub- 
ject and  ask  for  justice,  our  courts  functioned  for 
all.  When  they  plead  for  punishment  and  asked  us 
to  accept  it  as  justice,  the  human  mind  rebelled 
and  will  always  refuse  to  accept  the  sophism.  The 
great  mistake  of  the  law  is  the  inclusion  of  a  minor 
relation — punishment,  which  predicates  injustice, 
and  so  long  as  this  minor  relation  remains  a  part 
of  the  subject  our  laws  will  not  predicate  justice, 
but  injustice.  How  often  would  our  juries  act  in 
the  spirit  of  the  Christ  saying,  "Return  thy  ill  be- 
gotten gains,  go  and  sin  no  more,"  if  our  laws  and 
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courts  would  permit  them  to  do  so.  Reform  is  pro- 
hibited unless  it  be  according  to  their  will. 

It  is  an  axiom  of  law  that  they  who  seek  justice 
must  come  into  court  with  clean  hands.  Punish- 
ment is  not  a  predicate  of  justice,  for  if  it  was,  all 
who  obtain  justice  would  be  punished,  which  would 
upset  the  entire  foundation  of  law.  On  the  other 
hand  all  who  seek  punishment  or  allow  themselves 
to  become  instruments  of  such  cease  to  have  clean 
hands  and  should  be  denied  their  standing  in  court 
for  their  subject  is  not  justice  but  injustice.  When 
we  eliminate  punishment  as  the  subject  of  legal 
procedure  we  take  all  the  profit  out  of  the  busi- 
ness, and  it  will  die  a  natural  and  honorable  death. 
Let  us  visualize  the  highways  of  justice  as  being 
patrolled  by  pilgrims  of  profit  seeking  pay  for 
punishment  and  we  will  have  a  picture  of  the  legal 
heaven  on  earth  we  have  instituted  for  ourselves, 
our  intelligence  ragtiming  to  their  orchestra  and 
we  dancers  all  the  time  paying  the  fiddlers. 

Having  touched  upon  the  subject  and  predicate, 
(creation)  let  us  now  proceed  to  consider  the  three 
keys  to  the  human  mind,   (application). 

IMPULSE,  the  first  key,  has  enacted  many  laws 
for  selfish  motives  and  personal  gain.  PREJU- 
DICE, the  second  key,  has  enacted  and  approved 
so  many  more  that  it  has  become  a  common  feeling 
that  "All  laws  were  enacted  for  the  regulation  of 
the  other  fellow."  Now  the  third  and  last  key  to 
your  mind  is  INTELLIGENCE,  and  I  am  sure  that 
you  will  all  agree  with  me  that  intelligence  is  the 
first,  last,  and  only  motive  that  should  ever  dictate 
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the  enactment  of  a  law  for  the  regulation  of  our 
citizenship.  I  grant  that  you  are  intelligent,  a  good 
citizen,  not  selfish  or  prejudiced,  have  no  designs 
upon  your  neighbor  and  are  willing  to  abide  by 
the  maxims  which  you  preach.  Now  what  law  are 
you  in  favor  of  enacting  for  the  regulation  of  your- 
self— and  to  apply  to  no  one  else?  Well!  I  guess 
I  trapped  you  that  time,  so  permit  me  to  interpret 
vour  answer  bv  the  Universal  Formula: 

A  +  B  —  C 

Lawyers  starve         Policemen  be-         All  your  un- 
to -f~      come  traffic      =     prejudiced 
death  directors  laws  enforced 

You  say  you  are  in  favor  of  the  unwritten  law. 
Then  let  it  be  the  law  for  all  of  us!  It  does  not 
destroy  our  freedom  of  movement  or  limit  our  in- 
telligence. 

Many  people,  well  meaning  but  superstitiously 
ignorant  and  unsophisticated,  think  that  when  a 
concept  is  enacted  into  a  law  the  result  is  accom- 
plished, and  cease  their  further  activity,  only  later 
to  discover  a  minor  relation  or  the  enforcement 
has  been  so  perverted  as  to  become  a  menace  even 
to  themselves.  Some  people  actually  believe  that 
civilization  could  not  endure  without  human  laws. 
Their  freedom  of  movement  has  become  so  per- 
verted in  regulating  the  freedom  of  movement  of 
their  neighbor  that  they  can  think  or  predicate 
only  for  others  and  not  for  themselves.  They  fail 
to  see  that  freedom  of  movement  should  be  inter- 
preted into — raise,  (regulate)  yourself  and  leave  the 
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rest  alone.  Other  species  of  the  animal  kingdom  do 
not  have  written  laws,  yet  do  not  destroy  them- 
selves. 

Intelligence  has  always  been  a  fetish  to  human- 
ity. It  not  only  gives  one  material  advantages,  but 
creates  a  difference  of  feeling  that  leads  him  to  be- 
lieve that  his  personality  is  entering  a  higher  plane 
of  existence.  Becoming  cognizant  of  superior  or 
new  intelligence,  impulse  impels  man  to  enact  it 
into  a  statute  for  the  regulation  and  guidance  of 
his  neighbor.  His  neighbor  being  prejudiced  by 
this  interference  with  his  freedom  of  action,  places 
himself  above  the  law  by  becoming  its  enforce- 
ment officer,  and  preying  upon  the  unfortunates 
that  violate  it  by  continuing  to  exercise  their  birth- 
right of  freedom  of  motion.  Freedom  of  motion 
involves  freedom  of  knowledge  or  conscience  and 
was  given  to  mankind  for  the  purpose  of  helping 
him  attain  his  destiny.  Nature  does  not  suspend  a 
minor  law  to  obtain  evidence  of  a  major  relation, 
and  when  we  violate  one  law  enforce  another,  our 
minds  are  in  utter  confusion  without  either  subject 
or  predicate.  Only  superstitious  belief  in  the  di- 
vinity of  law  and  the  unredemption  of  mankind 
can  reconcile  such  unrational  applications,  and  pre- 
sume to  mete  out  punishment  as  justice  upon  such 
a  predicate.  Can  you  as  a  juror  pass  upon  the 
guilt  of  a  defendant  while  compelled  to  ignore  the 
guilt  of  the  prosecution?  If  so,  wherein  lies  the 
purpose  of  law  and  what  shall  be  its  outcome?  If 
crimes  can  be  committed  in  the  name  of  law,  what 
more   dangerous   weapon   would   the   Devil    desire 
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for  the  dethronement  of  our  God?  Quo  Vadis? 
(Where  goest  thou?)  Les  Miserables?  (The 
cruelty  of  Human  Laws.) 

Law  is  only  a  predicate  before  its  subject,  a 
prejudgment  (prejudice)  of  the  future.  It  has 
no  power  over  matter  or  human  conduct  except 
through  the  fear  of  the  Saints  or  Devils  who  in- 
terpret and  enforce  its  mind.  Deprived  of  its  inter- 
preters and  enforcement  ministers,  it  ceases  to  be 
a  demigod  and  no  one  pays  it  homage.  If  you  be- 
lieve in  the  justice  of  law,  you  must  also  believe  in 
the  infallibility  of  those  who  interpret  and  uphold 
its  statutes.  When  we  cease  to  believe  in  those  who 
administer  the  law,  the  law  automatically  passes 
into  contempt. 

Why  did  you  vote  for  those  officials? 

Let  us  interpret  your  answer  in  accordance  with 
the  three  keys  to  the  human  mind: 

IMPULSE,  the  first  key,  asks,  "Did  you  actually 
believe  all  your  party's  candidate  told  you?  That 
he  was  so  honest,  so  self  sacrificing,  so  anxious  to 
clean  the  "Augean  Stables"  and  make  them  smell 
like  a  rose?  Did  you  believe  that  he  would  be  free 
from  the  petty  foibles  of  graft,  favoritism  and 
could  not  be  swerved  from  the  path  of  duty  by 
organized  opposition  and  political  pressure?  If 
your  answer  is  no,  there  was  not  a  very  strong  ap- 
peal to  your  impulse  and  it  did  not  make  much  dif- 
ference to  you  whether  your  candidate  was  elected 
or  not.  If  he  was  badly  defeated  you  easily  con- 
soled yourself  that  it  was  perhaps  for  the  best  and 
that  the  majority  was  most  likely  to  be  right. 
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PREJUDICE,  the  second  key,  asks,  'Was  you  so 
busy  with  your  own  affairs  that  you  did  not  want 
to  be  bothered  with  such  petty  offices,  or  was  not 
the  salary  sufficient  to  warrant  your  own  time? 
Did  you  shirk  the  responsibilities  and  vote  for  some 
one  to  do  what  you  were  not  willing  to  do  your- 
self? Did  you  think  he  would  revenge  your  fancied 
grief  by  making  it  hot  for  those  who  held  the 
office  before,  or  those  likely  to  be  plucked  by  your 
favorite  candidate?'  Search  your  heart  and  mind; 
did  not  prejudice  and  malice  have  a  great  deal  to 
do  with  the  way  you  marked  your  last  ballot?  If 
your  answer  is  yes,  "Do  you  think  that  in  voting 
for  a  human  law  you  can  escape  the  natural  law  of 
compensation  (that  your  subject  will  fail  to  predi- 
cate) and  that  that  prejudice  and  malice  will  not 
find  its  way  back  to  your  own  doorstep?' 

Now  let  us  try  the  last  key,  the  key  of  INTELLI- 
GENCE, "the  only  key  that  a  real  patriot  ever  takes 
with  him  when  he  steps  into  the  booth  to  mark  his 
ballot."  Did  you  compare  the  abilities  of  the  vari- 
ous candidates?  Did  their  training,  preparation 
and  experience  seem  to  indicate  either  as  more  pro- 
ficient, reliable  and  trustworthy  than  the  others? 
Did  you  feel  that  vibration  in  the  inner  chambers 
of  your  subjective  mind  that  caused  the  heart  to 
withhold  its  beat  while  you  answered  the  question, 
"Why  do  I  do  this  thing?'  If  you  can  see  nothing 
intelligent  to  vote  for,  why  make  your  ignorance  a 
guide  for  others? 

Never  fight  a  machine,  or  frankenstein.  It  can 
predicate  only  the  subject  that  went  into  its  con- 
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struction.  If  it  fails  to  work,  you  must  learn  to 
understand  it,  for  it  cannot  learn  to  understand 
you.  All  is  good.  There  is  no  bad.  We  have  noth- 
ing or  no  one  to  blame.  It  is  we  who  are  not 
frankensteins  that  fail  to  understand.  We  cannot 
regulate  a  predicate  and  correct  nature's  mistakes, 
but  must  learn  the  subject  to  do  the  Master's  will. 
Nature  is  not  to  be  governed  except  through  obey- 
ing her. 

Mormonism  was  a  step  in  the  right  direction. 
It  gave  man's  impulse  freedom  of  movement  to 
gratify  his  desires,  but  unfortunately  in  doing  so, 
his  prejudice  led  him  into  error  by  blinding  his 
intelligence  and  denying  the  same  freedom  of  move- 
ment to  his  associate,  the  woman. 

You  say  the  father  has  a  right  to  know  his  chil- 
dren and  that  if  woman  associated  with  more  than 
one  man,  confusion  would  prevail.  Assuredly  it 
would,  for  it  violates  the  axiom  of  three  or  more 
associates  in  the  subject  beget  a  sophism  in  the 
predicate.  But,  did  it  ever  occur  to  you  that  the 
mother  was  just  as  desirous  to  know  the  father  of 
her  children,  and  that  if  she  associated  with  more 
than  one  man,  she  would  be  denied  this  intelli- 
gence, and  that  nature  has  given  unto  her  the  power 
to  know,  while  man  can  only  believe?  Nature's 
laws  are  free  from  prejudice  and  rewarded  by  in- 
telligence while  man's  laws  are  obscured  by  preju- 
dice and  lead  to  confusion. 

The  law  is  an  instrument,  a  machine,  a  franken- 
stein,  a  monster!  It  is  incomplete!  It  is  not  safe 
to  use!    It  has  been  given  body  to  predicate  but 
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lacks  a  mind  to  generate  its  subject.  Its  fabricator 
got  drunk  and  left  his  tools  to  complete  the  job. 
Under  our  formula  the  associates  would  be  the  in- 
dividual and  the  mass,  and  the  individual  is  prior 
or  subject.  Do  individuals  join  to  protect  the  mass 
or  that  the  mass  may  protect  them?  The  law  is 
communistic  and  destroys  the  individual,  the  sub- 
ject or  foundation  upon  which  it  is  built.  How 
can  there  be  progress  with  the  subject  destroying 
its  predicate  or  the  predicate  destroying  its  sub- 
ject? If  the  Jews  had  obeyed  their  own  laws  the 
Christ  would  not  have  been  crucified.  Too  many  of 
our  laws  are  but  "scare  crows"  which  renders  rev- 
erence or  reform  a  joke.  There  is  no  precision  of 
enforcement  that  could  render  intelligence  possi- 
ble. It  is  a  gamble  and  the  victim,  (mark  this  word 
victim,  you  doubtless  have  used  it  many  times; 
weigh  it  in  your  subjective  mind  and  answer  the 
question,  why?  Is  there  not  something  radically 
wrong  that  we  use  this  word  victim  when  referring 
to  one  who  has  been  caught  or  punished  for  law 
violation?)  who  happens  to  get  trapped,  feels  that 
he  was  unlucky,  unfortunate,  or  was  made  to  bear 
the  brunt  or  prejudice  for  what  others  did.  His 
impulse  is  not  reform,  but  to  suffer  the  penalty  or 
further  demoralize  himself  by  hiring  a  lawyer  who 
is  slick  enough  to  get  him  out  of  the  trap  or  smart 
enough  to  prey  upon  the  sympathy  of  the  jury  until 
they  are  willing  to  violate  their  oath  and  refuse  to 
convict. 

There  is  a  grave  danger  of  law  in  our  country 
today,  and  that  is  the  passing  of  arbitrary  and  un- 
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just  laws  that  make  nearly  every  substantial  citizen 
a  violater,  so  that  when  the  mass,  prejudice  or  graft 
decrees,  no  one  is  safe;  the  law  can  reach  out  its 
tentacles,  seize  the  individual,  brand  him  as  a  law 
violater,  and  sacrifice  or  rob  him  amidst  the  shouts 
and  plaudits  of  a  deceived  populace. 
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HEALTH

Nourishment  -f~  Freedom  of  Movement  =  Health 

Substance  and  motion  are  the  elements  in  your 
body  that  predicate  your  feelings  or  health.  When 
your  feelings  are  distressed  there  is  a  lack  of  har- 
mony between  the  substantive  and  motive  part  of 
your  body  and  your  mind  or  you  feel  pain  or  out 
of  sorts.  Your  organization  embraces  three  planes 
of  existence,  material,  vital  and  mental,  so  we  have 
three  schools  of  health  practitioners.  The  first 
school  seeks  to  restore  a  chemical  or  substantive 
balance  and  prescribes  materials  or  medicines.  The 
second  school  seeks  to  restore  your  freedom  of 
movement  and  gives  you  motion  or  exercise.  The 
third  school  deals  in  intangibles,  throws  the  burden 
on  intelligence  or  what  is  called  the  universal  mind, 
gives  you  advice  and  tells  you  it  is  all  in  your 
mind,  to  think  yourself  well  and  you  will  be  well. 
All  three  are  on  the  right  road  but  getting  nowhere, 
because  each  is  wasting  his  time  building  up  ethics 
to  prejudice  the  other  two.  What  you  want  is 
something  that  will  harmonize  substance  and  mo- 
tion and  make  you  feel  good  in  terms  of  your  com- 
posite organization. 

When  a  person  asks,  "How  are  you?'  your  an- 
swer unconsciously  is  predicated  upon  your  free- 
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dom  of  movement.  The  pangs  of  hunger  are  so 
easily  satisfied  that  it  is  rarely  a  problem  in  mod- 
ern civilization,  and  most  people  would  rather  go 
hungry  than  subsist  upon  an  objectionable  quality 
of  food,  so  the  actual  necessity  of  nourishment  is 
seldom  sufficient  to  offset  one's  feelings  or  freedom 
of  movement.  The  dissipated  beggar  now  asks  for 
money  to  buy  a  cup  of  coffee — nerve  food. 

Our  problem  is  not  to  obtain  nourishment,  but 
what  nourishment  is  best  for  our  health. 

Nourishment  represents  the  material  part  of  our 
bodv  while  freedom  of  movement  comes  from  the 
motion  or  life  principle.  In  the  earlier  stages  of 
our  development  it  is  said  that  we  went  around  on 
four  feet  instead  of  standing  upright.  When  we  ex- 
amine an  animal  we  usually  find  two  parts  of  the 
anatomy  particularly  protected  against  external 
dangers  or  any  pressure  that  might  interfere  with 
freedom  of  movement. 

First,  the  nucleus  or  solar  plexus,  which  I  desig- 
nate as  our  negative  pole,  is  beneath  just  back  of 
the  front  shoulders.  How  can  a  horse,  dog,  or  a 
hog  conveniently  get  in  such  a  position  as  to  cause 
much  pressure  upon  the  solar  plexus?  Today  with 
our  labor  saving  devices,  and  the  chair,  the  most 
injurious  of  all  convenience  inventions,  you  can 
scarcely  find  an  intellectual  without  stooped  shoul- 
ders and  a  weakening  of  those  muscles  which  hold 
the  chest  forward  and  up,  his  solar  plexus  com- 
pressed, his  freedom  of  movement  obstructed,  plac- 
ing all  his  nutritional  organs  under  unnecessary 
strain  and  interference. 
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Second,  the  brain,  designated  as  positive  pole 
and  governing  the  motive  activities  of  our  organiza- 
tion is  encased  in  a  bony  or  box  compartment  in 
such  manner  as  to  be  best  protected  from  all  pres- 
sure or  material  interferences.  A  skull  fracture  or 
pressure  on  the  brain  being  a  most  serious  condi- 
tion and  often  resulting  in  death. 

Being  a  combination  of  substance  and  motion 
our  health  is  directly  dependent  upon  what  we  eat 
and  how  we  exercise. 

Diet         -f-  Exercise  =  Freedom  of  Movement 
Fire         -f-  Water      =  Solubles 
Alkali      +  Acid        =  Chemics 
Solubles  -f-  Chemics  =  Nourishment 

Unless  it  is  soluble,  it  cannot  become  a  food,  and 
unless  it  is  chemical  it  cannot  form  a  new  combina- 
tion. These  constitute  the  attributes  of  health  and 
no  matter  which  school  or  practitioner  you  con- 
sult, his  prescription  will  be  an  attempt  to  doctor 
these  associates  so  as  to  obtain  a  talanced  relation. 

In  order  to  maintain  freedom  of  movement  and 
avoid  pressure  upon  the  nerves,  we  must  be  con- 
stantly alert  to  overcome  mentalization's  tendency 
toward  constipation.  The  dynamic  forces  of  diges- 
tion are  not  sufficient  to  rid  the  body  of  the  ash 
therefrom,  so  it  is  absolutely  essential  that  we  use 
our  freedom  of  movement  to  assist  nature.  Our 
mental  danger  is  prejudice.  Our  physical  danger  is 
a  lack  of  proper  elimination.  These  are  our  minor 
relations  and  must  be  eliminated  if  we  hope  to  live 
long  and  enjoy  good  health.    We  can  assist  nature 
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in  this  elimination  by  not  eating  too  much  and 
thereby  lessening  her  burden.  Our  body  is  fed 
through  the  blood  and  all  the  repair  and  decay  is 
carried  on  through  the  circulation.  Unless  what  we 
eat  makes  blood,  it  does  not  become  a  food  and 
does  not  become  a  part  of  our  body  any  more  than 
the  filth  which  might  cling  to  our  skin,  but  is 
always  an  irritant  that  must  be  eliminated  in  order 
to  avoid  infection  and  disease. 

There  are  many  ways  of  destroying  or  injuring 
the  health  through  wrong  or  poisonous  foods,  over- 
eating, dissipation,  etc.,  but  the  subject  or  cause 
of  these  is  so  apparent  as  to  need  no  attention  from 
a  treatise  of  this  kind. 

All  our  feelings  come  through  our  nervous  sys- 
tem, and  its  spider-web  formation  acts  as  the  strings 
upon  musical  instruments.  Each  nerve  has  its 
length  and  thickness,  which  with  its  tension  deter- 
mines the  message  it  transmits  to  the  brain.  When 
you  touch  or  press  a  string  on  a  musical  instru- 
ment, you  alter  its  natural  period  of  vibration  and 
make  it  different.  A  sensory  nerve  carries  a  mes- 
sage from  substance  to  the  mind  and  the  mind  is  in 
two  parts,  objective  and  subjective.  Ordinarily  the 
nerve  carries  its  message  from  external  substance 
to  the  objective  mind  and  receives  sympathetic  ap- 
proval. When  any  foreign  substance  touches  or 
presses  on  a  nerve,  it  interferes  with  its  freedom  of 
movement,  changes  its  period  of  vibration,  and  we 
get  a  message  of  difference  from  internal  substance 
to  the  subjective  mind.  This  forms  a  new  concept 
and  we  put  forth  our  conscious  efforts  to  expel  the 
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foreigner,  so  as  to  restore  harmonious  vibration 
between  the  nerve  and  objective  mind. 

Our  biology  and  analysis  of  the  concept  point  to 
the  human  body  as  composed  of  two  associates, 
which  if  we  designate  as  proprietor  and  secretary, 
will  throw  a  very  clear  light  on  how  to  conserve 
and  build  up  vital  energy,  the  surest  and  best 
known  way  to  insure  good  health,  long  life,  and 
mental  precision. 

The  solar  plexus,  objective  mind,  and  sympa- 
thetic nervous  system  act  as  secretary;  and  the 
brain,  subjective  mind,  and  central  nervous  system 
act  as  proprietor.  When  anything  new  or  different 
is  presented  it  must  receive  the  personal  attention 
of  the  proprietor.  After  he  has  passed  upon  it  he 
turns  the  detail  work  over  to  his  secretary  so  he 
can  conserve  his  own  time,  and  sleep  and  rest  up 
while  the  secretary  executes  his  instructions.  The 
function  of  digestion  and  assimilation  has  been 
passed  upon  long  ago  and  turned  over  to  the  ob- 
jective mind  for  the  solar  plexus  to  execute.  Only 
in  case  of  new  foods,  colic,  etc.,  would  there  be  a 
variation  of  similarities  and  a  difference  arise,  in 
which  event  the  subjective  mind  would  be  notified. 
The  subjective  mind  wakes  up  the  proprietor  and 
the  proprietor  calls  upon  the  brain  (central  nerv- 
ous system)  which  controls  freedom  of  movement 
and  executes  or  predicates  the  proprietor's  com- 
mands. All  reflex  and  sympathetic  actions  in  the 
human  body  are  secretarial  in  nature  and  are  per- 
formed unconsciously  or  semi-consciously.   All  our 
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direct  actions  come  from  the  subjective  mind,  are 
proprietary  and  performed  consciously. 

This  analysis  also  reveals  the  answer  of  why  we 
sleep.  When  the  proprietor  works,  he  uses  up  vital 
energy  faster  than  he  can  accumulate  it.  When 
the  secretaries  do  the  work  for  him  his  accumula- 
tion of  energy  may  be  greater  than  the  drain  upon 
it.  Sleep  represents  the  conservation  of  vital 
energy;  wakefulness  the  drain  upon  it.  The  sympa- 
thetic actions  of  the  body  are  so  vastly  more 
numerous  than  the  direct,  that  few  people  realize 
the  dangerous  consumption  of  nervous  energy  the 
subjective  mind  consumes  when,  it,  the  proprietor, 
has  to  do  his  own  work. 

Activity  of  the  objective  mind  is  relaxing  and 
recuperative  because  carried  on  by  the  sympathetic 
nervous  system  in  connection  with  the  solar  plexus 
and  all  the  digestive  and  assimilative  organs,  it 
seems  to  act  as  hostess,  ever  ready  to  invite  new 
acquaintances,  makes  us  sociable,  agreeable,  gives 
us  a  smile  of  gladness,  a  voice  of  forgiveness  and 
often  the  willingness  to  borrow  a  dollar. 

Activity  of  the  subjective  mind  is  contracting 
and  very  fatiguing  because  carried  on  by  the  cen- 
tral nervous  system  which  draws  its  supply  of  nerv- 
ous energy  from  the  sympathetic,  it  makes  you  con- 
scious of  your  vibrations  and  compels  the  entire 
body  to  salute  and  stand  at  the  point  of  attention. 
Like  a  good  soldier  it  is  always  ready  to  defend 
but  never  supports.  Its  excessive  activity  soon  robs 
the  sympathetic  nervous  system  of  its  reserve  of 
energy,  impairs  the  digestive  capacity  and  increases 
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the  residue  for  elimination,  constipates  the  body 
and  throws  the  mental  wheels  out  of  gear.  The 
doctor  calls  it  nervous  prostration.  Keep  on  think- 
ing and  you  soon  get  apoplexy  or  paralysis.  If  you 
wish  to  live  as  a  thinker,  insure  your  health  by 
training  your  body  to  support  your  mind,  and 
stop  your  mind  from  robbing  your  body. 

Learn  the  relation  between  substance  and  mind 
and  connect  your  vibrations  to  harmonize.  When 
the  bowels  lose  their  energy  to  eliminate,  the  mind 
will  cease  to  elucidate.  If  you  find  yourself  becom- 
ing forgetful,  check  the  cause.  The  fountain  of 
youth  may  be  found  where  you  least  expected  it. 

Activity  of  the  subjective  mind  robs  the  body  of 
warmth,  takes  the  magnetism  out  of  the  human 
hand,  withdraws  within  itself,  loves  everyone  in 
general  and  no  one  in  particular.  Usually  has  the 
dollar  to  lend,  but  seldom  lets  it  go. 
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THE  INTELLECTUAL  TOOL  BOX 

A  +  B  =  C 

Material  +  Form  =  Cosmos 

All  things  that  are  made  are  made  mechanically 
by  putting  two  together  to  make  another.  All  things 
that  are  made  have  form  and  body.  Form  comes 
from  the  intellectual  part  and  body  from  the  mate- 
rial. To  make  all  kinds  of  forms  only  two  tools 
are  necessary — the  square  and  the  compass.  To 
fashion  all  sorts  of  bodies  only  the  hammer  (put- 
ting on  tool)  and  saw  (taking  off  tool)  are  needed. 
Upon  these  four  tools  rests  the  fundamental  princi- 
ples of  mechanics  and  all  the  tools  of  modern  civ- 
ilization are  but  various  interpretations  of  their 
primordial  elements.  With  them  you  can  build 
anything  the  mind  can  conceive  from  a  three  legged 
stool  to  a  temple.  If  deprived  of  the  knowledge 
and  use  of  any  one  of  these  mechanical  tools,  what 
could  you  build?    How  helpless  would  you  be? 

There  are  four  intellectual  tools  that  are  just  as 
fundamental  and  necessary  to  the  builder  of  knowl- 
edge as  are  the  square,  the  compass,  the  saw  and 
the  hammer  to  the  mechanic.  Have  you  the  faintest 
idea  what  any  of  the  intellectual  tools  are?  Do 
you  know  how  to  use  them?  Upon  what  is  your 
intelligence  predicated?  Temples  of  worship  are 
not  so  spiritual  but  that  they  have  to  be  built  bv 
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human  hands.  The  intellect  is  never  so  complete 
but  that  it  can  be  improved  by  a  new  concept, 
and  to  be  able  to  form  a  concept  you  must  have  a 
mechanical  brain. 

The  four  intellectual  tools,  the  fundamental  prin- 
ciples upon  which  all  human  knowledge  is  founded 
are  the  Formula  of  Creation,  the  Three  Primordial 
Elements,  the  Concept,  and  the  Three  Keys  to  the 
Human  Mind.  Under  this  scope  must  come  the 
word  of  truth,  else  it  remains  to  be  proven  and  no 
one  as  yet  has  advanced  the  principles  upon  which 
such  proof  can  be  proclaimed  or  refuted.  The 
Formula  instructs  us  how  things  are  made;  the 
Primordial  Elements  what  they  are  made  of;  the 
Concept  what  we  know,  and  the  Three  Keys  to  the 
Human  Mind,  how  we  apply  it.  What  more  is  there 
to  learning?  What  other  tools  could  you  use? 
Then,  why  not  use  these  from  now  on? 

The  Formula  of  Creation 

A  +  B  =  C 

Substance  +  Handiwork  =  Finished  Product 

This  is  the  formula  by  which  all  things  are  made 
that  are  made,  and  by  the  application  of  which  all 
things  that  are  known  will  be  known.  A  is  the  sub- 
stance, B  the  handiwork,  and  C  the  finished  prod- 
uct. By  putting  two  together  you  always  make  an- 
other, so  you  see,  the  whole  inheres  in  every  part 
and  no  part  can  be  greater  than  the  whole. 
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The  Three  Primordial  Elements

Substance  -j-  Motion  =  Creation  or  Intelligence 

There  are  three  primordial  elements  in  the  Uni- 
verse; Substance,  Motion,  and  Intelligence.  These 
three  primordial  elements  compose  the  Universe 
and  all  created  things  therein  contain  some  part  of 
each  of  these  primordial  elements,  the  preponder- 
ance of  its  primordial  element  determining  its 
plane  of  existence,  material,  vital  or  intellectual. 
Substance  and  Motion  are  the  associates  and  Intelli- 
gence the  relation. 
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The  Concept 
A  +  B  =  C 

Similarity  +  Difference  =  Concept 

The  Concept  is  the  unit  measure  of  intelligence. 
It  is  always  formed  in  this  manner.  Either  objec- 
tively through  the  senses  or  subjectively  through 
memory  two  associates  or  objects  are  mirrored 
upon  the  mind,  there  is  a  vibration  of  recognition, 
the  mind  in  comparing  their  Similarity,  detects  a 
Difference,  and  this  difference  of  relation  is  then 
stored  in  the  mind  as  a  concept.

Impulse  -f"  Prejudice  =  Intelligence  (Degree)

COMMENTARY 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen: 

The  first  attraction  which  we  present  to  your 
attention  is  Lincoln's  Momentum,  the  mechanics  of 
thought  or  the  human  frankenstein,  on  the  stage  to 
the  right.  It  is  a  fantastic  combination  of  psy- 
chology, metaphysics,  biography  and  history  so 
interwoven  into  a  romantic  personification  as  to 
offer  a  profound  study  in  the  art  of  mind  analysis. 
In  all  literature,  there  is  nothing  like  it  or  even 
similar  to  it.  Any  one  who  studies  Lincoln's  Mo- 
mentum thoughtfully  and  learns  to  interpret  it 
understandingly  will  gain  a  greater  insight  into  the 
real  Lincoln  and  the  function  of  the  human  mind 
than  can  be  obtained  from  a  study  of  his  many 
other  biographers.  They  tell  you  what  he  did.  This 
reveals  how  and  why  he  did  it.  It  is  a  study  in 
imagery,  allegory,  metaphor  and  symbolism  em- 
bracing our  three  planes  of  existence — materializa- 
tion, personification,  and  mentalization — showing 
how  we  or  the  human  frankenstein  are  but  a  ma- 
chine into  which  is  fed  the  subject  in  the  material 
realm  and  grinds  out  the  predicate  in  the  mental 
realm.  In  the  mechanical  frankenstein,  we  associate 
substance  and  motion  for  the  subject,  and  it  turns 
out  a  predicate  of  power  to  help  us  do  our  work. 
It  has  no  mind.    Nature  is  just  a  step  in  advance 
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of  us,  and  in  the  human  frankenstein  she  associates 
substance  and  mind  for  the  subject,  and  it  turns 
out  a  predicate  of  intelligence  to  help  her  think. 

Things  in  the  material  realm  through  vibration 
are  associated  with  our  sensory  nerves,  and  through 
our  function  of  generation  or  mentalization  become 
the  subject  of  our  freedom  of  movement,  then 
through  our  motor  nerves  are  symbolized  or  predi- 
cated from  the  mental  realm.  Every  symbol  or 
predicate  in  our  mental  realm  is  but  a  similarity 
of  its  substance  in  the  material  realm  and  every 
substance  in  the  material  realm  can  be  predicated 
or  symbolized  by  its  similarity  in  our  mental  realm. 
The  animal  kingdom  is  nature's  machine  or 
frankenstein  through  which  all  things  must  pass 
when  moving  from  the  material  to  the  mental  realm. 
Our  subject  must  come  from  the  material  realm 
and  our  predicate  must  come  from  the  mental 
realm;  that  is  the  similarity  and  the  difference  upon 
which  our  connection  is  concepted. 

In  my  commentaries,  I  will  first  present  the  sub- 
ject in  the  material  realm  and  you,  no  doubt,  will 
be  delighted  to  study  its  metamorphosis  as  the 
similarity  and  symbol  is  mentalized  and  predicated 
in  the  language  of  our  illustrious  character.  Abra- 
ham Lincoln  lived  close  to  nature,  otherwise  we 
tvould  be  unable  to  subject  and  predicate  his  mind 
as  is  done  in  Lincoln's  Momentum. 

1.  This  dramatic  introduction  is  patterned  or 
predicated  very  much  after  the  style  and  manner 
oi  expression  used  by  Victor  Hugo. 

2.  The    alchemist's    crucible    and    the   chemist's 
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retort  represent  the  two  known  ways  of  analyzing 
the  physical  and  chemical  properties  of  matter. 
Momentum  baffles  our  efforts  of  analysis  and  per- 
sistently provokes  us  by  its  presence.  We  cannot 
analyze  it  and  we  cannot  get  rid  of  it,  but  have  to 
submit  to  it. 

3.  Being  baffled  in  obtaining  a  material  analysis 
the  mind  seeks  to  obtain  a  mental  analysis  and  after 
tracing  it  through  personifications  or  different 
phases,  decides  to  make  the  best  of  it. 

4.  Motion  is  an  accompaniment  of  momentum 
and  inseparable,  so  we  proceed  to  classify  or  at- 
tempt to  analyze  momentum  by  classifying  or 
analyzing  motion. 

5.  Defines  the  two  kinds  of  straight  momentum. 

6.  The  pile-driver  presented  as  an  instrument  or 
subject  to  be  mentalized  and  symbolized  in  the 
predication  of  perpendicular  momentum. 

7.  The  gun  presented  as  an  instrument  or  sub- 
ject to  be  mentalized  in  the  predication  of  ordinary 
straight  momentum. 

8.  The  wheel  or  engine  presented  as  an  instru- 
ment or  subject  to  be  mentalized  and  symbolized 
in  the  predication  of  circular  momentum. 

9.  The  human  body  presented  as  an  instrument 
or  subject  to  be  mentalized  and  symbolized  in  the 
predication  of  elliptical  momentum. 

10.  The  lungs  and  the  heart  are  parts  of  the 
human  body  most  directly  influencing  the  actions 
of  the  mind. 
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11.  The  rockcrusher  presented  as  an  instrument 
or  subject  to  be  mentalized  and  symbolized  in  the 
predication  of  elliptical  momentum. 

12.  Momentum  is  expressed  not  only  in  the  form 
of  direction  as  previously  shown,  but  by  weight. 

13.  The  mind  presented  as  an  instrument  or  sub- 
ject to  be  mentalized  and  symbolized  in  the  predi- 
cation of  momentum. 

14.  Abraham  Lincoln  presented  in  whose  men- 
talizations  and  predications  will  appear  the  sym- 
bol ization  of  the  various  machines  and  instrumen- 
talities of  momentum  herein  introduced. 

15.  Lincoln's  early  aptitude  for  leadership. 

16.  His  dominant  ambition. 

17.  Early  foundation  for  mental  development. 

18.  Lincoln  becomes  an  adventurous  argonaut  in 
search  of  the  golden  fleece.  The  story  goes  that  when 
the  crew  were  about  to  mutiny  and  throw  Columbus 
overboard  he  beguiled  their  time  by  teaching  them 
to  stand  an  egg  upon  end  upon  the  deck  of  the 
vessel.  After  many  days  of  trial  and  they  had  all 
failed,  Columbus  set  the  egg  down  rather  hard  so 
as  to  break  the  shell.  Lincoln's  flatboat  leaked  and 
became  lodged  upon  a  mill  dam,  so  he  bored  a  hole 
in  the  part  of  the  boat  that  extended  over  the  fall, 
let  the  water  out,  and  was  then  able  to  push  the 
boat  on  over  the  fall  or  dam. 

19.  Lincoln  obtains  military  training  and  is 
brought  into  personal  contact  with  big  men  of 
affairs  in  the  national  government.  He  also  becomes 
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an  expert  swordsman,  and  later  in  life  being  chal- 
lenged to  a  duel  exercised  his  prerogative  by  choos- 
ing broadswords  as  weapons,  which  put  him  to  such 
known  advantage  that  his  adversary  pleadingly 
withdrew  the  challenge  and  apologized. 

20.  Lincoln's  captainship  in  the  Black  Hawk 
War  gave  him  an  intimate  knowledge  of  the  sol- 
dier's problems,  which,  when  he  became  comman- 
der-in-chief during  the  Civil  War,  enabled  him  to 
mitigate  the  soldiers'  hardships,  and  become  the 
idol  of  the  army. 

21.  The  soldier's  lot  is  pathetic  indeed.  His 
enlistment  tears  him  away  from  all  the  ties  of  life- 
long endearment,  and  when  he  is  mustered  out  and 
has  to  start  in  again,  the  old  ties,  if  remaining,  seem 
strange  to  his  hand  and  he  feels  out  of  balance  when 
brought  in  contact  with  the  old  associations  again. 
Lincoln  finally  hit  upon  the  law  which  opened  all 
the  portals  to  his  future  success. 

22.  Being  elected  to  the  legislature  at  the  age 
of  twenty-five  is  a  rare  occurrence  and  three  succes- 
sive reelections  bespeak  unusual  confidence.  That 
their  confidence  was  justified  is  shown  by  his  secur- 
ing the  Capital  for  his  district. 

23.  Marks  Lincoln's  further  advancement  as  a 
lawyer  and  introduces  a  profound  question  for  our 
serious  contemplation.  How  much  are  our  misfor- 
tunes, adversaries  or  competitors  responsible  for 
our  own  success? 

24.  Lincoln  was  a  student  of  Euclid  and  trained 
his  mind  to  geometrical  precision.  He  was  not  only 
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able  to  understand  the  theorem  of  life,  but  delighted 
in  explaining  it  to  his  fellow  man. 

25.  This  "jury  language"  was  Lincoln's  adapta- 
tion or  combination  of  the  Greek  Syllogism  and  our 
Golden  Rule,  to  do  unto  others  as  you  would  wish 
to  be  done  by.  The  Golden  Rule  disarmed  opposi- 
tion and  formed  the  major  premise.  The  minor 
premise  then  clinched  the  proof  and  won  the  verdict. 
It  is  also  a  clever  application  of  the  three  keys  to 
the  human  mind.  Intelligence  is  the  only  true  predi- 
cation and  cannot  be  obtained  until  prejudice  has 
been  overcome,  so  Lincoln  hits  the  nail  on  the  head 
by  overcoming  prejudice  first,  then  appealing  to 
impulse  to  enlighten  intelligence. 

26.  Lincoln  finds  himself  somewhat  out  of  step 
and  his  party  headed  for  the  graveyard.  Having 
no  ambition  to  lead  a  funeral  procession,  he  re- 
strains his  energies  and  retires  from  the  struggle. 

27.  A  new  procession  begins  to  form  and  Lin- 
coln steps  into  line  for  leadership.  Also  note  beauti- 
ful figures  of  speech. 

28.  An  allegory  or  symbolism  of  the  Lincoln- 
Douglas  debates  in  which  Douglas  represents  the 
hawk  and  Lincoln  the  Eagle;  the  mouse  the  prize. 

29.  The  mouse  materializes  not  only  into  the 
senatorship,  presumably  for  which  they  were  fight- 
ing, but  into  the  future  Presidency  which  some 
politicians  could  foresee. 

30.  Lincoln's  foresight  told  him  that  his  debates 
with  Douglas  meant  more  than  the  Senatorship  in 
view  and  that  he  could  well  afford  to  lose  the  chance 
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of  being  Senator  if  it  advanced  him  in  line  for  the 
Presidency. 

31.  Lincoln  knew  that  his  administration  would 
meet  with  tremendous  opposition,  that  he  could  not 
depend  upon  personnel  but  would  have  to  rely  upon 
location,  so  he  selected  his  cabinet  geographically 
in  order  that  each  section  of  territory  would  have 
to  repudiate  its  own  favorite  son  before  it  could 
attack  or  desert  him. 

32.  Note  beautiful  figure  of  speech.  We  think 
of  intelligence  as  predicating  our  educational  insti- 
tutions and  it  was  incomprehensible  to  these  edu- 
cated politicians  that  Lincoln  without  recognized 
standards  of  education,  could  be  their  peer  in  under- 
standing, and  their  vanity  and  presumption  led 
them  to  underestimate  their  superior. 

33.  A  beautiful  allegory  or  symbolism  in  which 
Lincoln's  thumb,  guided  by  his  intelligence,  ma- 
terializes into  a  powerful  rock  crusher  into  the 
hopper  of  which  are  dumped  the  contending  politi- 
cal personages.  The  prints  of  the  thumb,  when 
magnified  many  fold,  resemble  the  flutes  or  greaves 
in  a  grinder  or  crusher.  The  little  ones  escaped  by 
falling  into  the  crevices  or  grooves  but  the  big  ones 
were  squeezed  and  crushed  as  the  big  bur  in  its 
elliptical  orbit,  and  with  its  powerful  momentum, 
opened  or  closed,  crushing  all  the  big  pieces  into 
little  pieces. 

34.  Imagine  yourself  standing  under  a  pile 
driver.  The  weight  ascends,  is  tripped,  and  descends 
upon    your    head    unawares.     You    are    instantly 
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crushed  to  death.  That  is  an  illustration  of  perpen- 
dicular momentum.  It  is  one  of  the  fundamental 
principles  of  nature  and  manifests  itself  in  many 
phases  of  our  life.  It  is  always  convincing  and 
leaves  no  ground  for  further  argument.  Socrates 
developed  and  perfected  such  a  method  of  reason- 
ing. You  are  a  little  slow  to  comprehend  or  antici- 
pate the  answer  as  the  logic  develops  in  your  mind, 
but  when  the  logic  is  absorbed,  then  comes  the 
answer  or  concept  vibrating  through  }^our  entire 
system  with  a  preciseness  that  leaves  no  room  for 
further  doubt,  and  you  never  forget  it. 

35.  The  concept  perpendicular  momentum,  the 
fundamental  principle  of  Socrates'  logic,  is  the  most 
mentally  overpowering  of  all  known  forms  of  argu- 
ment or  proof. 

36  and  37.  Lincoln  scores  his  first  political 
knockout  blow  with  "perpendicular  momentum"  im- 
pulsively and  prejudicially  blended  to  fit  the  occa- 
sion. 

38.  Mr.  Lincoln  points  his  mental  or  intellectual 
gun  at  Mr.  Hunter,  takes  deliberate  aim  and  blazes 
away  with  a  load  of  "straight  momentum." 

39.  This  is  a  portrayal  of  Lincoln's  words  to 
represent  circular  momentum,  round  and  round, 
the  first  part  featuring  him  as  swinging  the  old 
fashion  cradle,  and  the  latter  part  as  broadcasting. 
In  broadcasting,  a  sack  with  grain  is  usually  swung 
around  one's  neck,  and  with  each,  or  each  alternate 
step,  he  thrusts  his  hand  into  the  sack,  gives  the 
hand  a  swing  and  scatters  the  grain  in  a  circular 
swath. 
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40.  To  extend  the  ax,  you  grasp  the  handle  in 
the  right  hand,  bring  butt  of  palm  to  chin,  keeping 
the  ax  handle  pointing  straight  in  front  of  you. 
You  then  extend  your  arm  at  full  length  holding 
the  ax  handle  parallel  with  your  wrist.  If  the  wrist 
bends,  you  lose.  You  must  return  butt  of  palm  to 
chin,  all  the  while  holding  the  ax  pointing  directly 
in  front  of  you  and  parallel  with  your  shoulder  or 
chin.  In  pioneer  days  and  among  woodsmen  this 
was  a  feat  for  testing  each  other's  strength. 

41.  Swinging  the  ax  as  in  chopping  is  an  expres- 
sion of  elliptical  momentum. 

42.  Let  us  visualize  Lincoln's  mind  as  being  in 
the  ax,  and  his  body  the  strength  behind  the  ax, 
the  words  as  coming  from  the  face  of  the  ax  and 
forming  into  the  elliptical  orbit  through  which  the 
ax  was  swung. 

43.  Figurative  language.  Think  of  a  slave  chaser 
in  a  free  state  as  standing  on  the  stump  and  de- 
manding the  right  to  return  his  captured  slave  back 
to  bondage,  and  the  rising  indignation  as  Lincoln's 
argument  to  influence  the  court  to  reject  the  request 
becomes  symbolized  in  the  ax. 

44.  Lincoln's  "Cooper  Union"  speech  was  one  of 
the  most  epoch  making  in  the  history  of  the  United 
States.  It  made  him  President,  saved  his  country, 
and  was  the  death  blow  to  human  slavery. 

45.  An  allegory  of  the  Civil  War  in  which  Lin- 
coln and  the  ax  represent  the  Union  Army.  "Little 
Union"  the  slave,  and  the  Gettysburg  address  the 
battles.    The  words  of  the  address  becoming  ma- 
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terialized  in  the  ellipse  formed  by  the  swing  of  the 
ax,  portray  the  power,  rhythm  and  sweetness  of 
elliptical  momentum. 

46.  In  English  poetry,  the  sound  is  set  to  rhythm. 
In  the  poetry  of  Lincoln's  Elliptical  Momentum 
the  thoughts  are  measured  and  our  bodies  respond 
to  the  rhythm. 
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LINCOLN'S  MOMENTUM 

1.  Momentum!  What  is  momentum?  It  is  a 
force.  It  is  a  power.  It  is  an  imponderable  nothing. 
It  is  intangible.  It  is  something  which  always  ac- 
companies matter  in  motion  and  disappears  as  soon 
as  motion  ceases.  It  might  well  be  called  the  life 
or  soul  of  motion. 

2.  Like  electricity,  momentum  eludes  the  al- 
chemist's crucible  and  the  chemist's  retort  to  dance 
attendance  before  our  eyes.  What  it  is  or  what 
causes  it  we  have  never  been  able  to  tell.  That  it 
is  always  present  under  certain  conditions  and  acts 
according  to  well  defined  laws,  we  can  easily  see. 
Whether  it  does  great  harm  or  is  of  special  service 
to  man,  depends  upon  its  application. 

3.  It  is  no  great  strain  upon  the  imagination  to 
think  of  the  soul  as  being  encompassed  in  death. 
What  becomes  of  death,  and  what  death  does  with 
the  soul — we  seek  through  Revelation.  In  like  man- 
ner momentum  is  encompassed  by  friction.  If  it 
wasn't  for  friction  momentum  would  live  forever. 
Friction  consumes  momentum  and  momentum  de- 
vours motion,  and  when  motion  ceases  it  is  because 
all  the  momentum  in  the  body  has  been  converted 
into  friction.  Friction  is  a  destructive  force,  but 
man  has  learned  to  apply  it  to  useful  purposes. 

4.  Motion  assumes  one  of  three  directions — 
straight  lines,  circular  and  elliptical  orbits.    Since 
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we  have  seen  that  momentum  is  an  accompaniment 
of  motion,  it  is  obvious  that  their  lines  of  manifesta- 
tion are  inseparable,  and  we  may  now  think  of 
straight,  circular  and  elliptical  momentum.  To 
utilize  these  forces  man  has  invented  and  constructed 
various  machines  and  devices. 

5.  Straight  momentum  separates  into  two  divi- 
sions— perpendicular  and  non-perpendicular.  One 
is  an  increasing  force;  the  other  an  expending 
power.  In  a  falling  body  gravitation  pulls  down- 
ward and  acts  in  conjunction  with  any  internal 
energy  that  pushes  in  the  same  direction.  To  move 
in  other  than  a  downward  direction  an  object  must 
have  push  but  has  no  pull. 

6.  For  the  utilization  of  perpendicular  momen- 
tum we  have  the  piledriver,  a  machine  in  which 
between  two  guiding  uprights  a  large  weight  is 
slowly  raised  to  a  great  height  and  then  dropped. 
Pulled  by  gravitation  and  pushed  by  an  accumulat- 
ing momentum  it  increases  its  speed  and  power 
until  its  downward  flight  is  suddenly  stopped  by  an 
object  placed  directly  beneath,  whereupon  all  the 
momentum  developed  is  instantly  converted  into 
friction  and  the  friction  pushes  the  obstruction 
downward  with  tremendous  force. 

7.  For  the  utilization  of  the  other  kind  of 
straight  momentum,  the  gun  is  familiar  to  all.  A 
bullet  or  heavy  missile  is  fitted  to  slip  into  a  barrel 
or  tubing  and  energy  is  applied  behind  so  as  to 
eject  the  obstruction  with  terrific  velocity.    Being 
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guided  in  its  escape  by  the  interior  wall  of  the 
barrel,  the  bullet  will  continue  in  a  straight  line 
until  it  strikes  some  object  or  loses  all  its  momentum 
through  atmospheric  resistance.  We  can  point  the 
gun  so  as  to  hit  a  mark  in  any  direction  and  shoot 
anything  that  happens  within  striking  distance. 

8.  To  utilize  circular  momentum  man  has  con- 
structed the  wheel  and  placed  it  upon  an  engine. 
Push  force  is  developed  by  some  chemical  or  me- 
chanical process  and  in  escaping  is  fed  into  the 
wheel,  which  like  a  winding  reel  turns  and  winds 
the  force  around  its  circumference  like  a  skein  of 
thread.  Whirling  it  round  and  round,  the  force  is 
kept  in  motion — the  motion  in  the  wheel  and  the 
force  accompanying  the  motion  in  the  form  of 
momentum.  Reconverting  momentum  into  force  in 
motion,  it  is  unwound  from  the  wheel  in  an  endless 
strand  of  pull  power.  Pull  power  is  adaptable  for 
the  continuous  operation  of  all  kinds  of  machinery. 
The  amount  of  force  coiled  around  the  wheel  is  a 
reserve  supply  and  can  be  used  to  meet  any  emer- 
gency. 

9.  Elliptical  momentum  appears  to  be  the  fa- 
vored choice  of  the  universe,  all  the  planets  and 
stellar  bodies  moving  in  elliptical  orbits  and  having 
elliptically  curved  surfaces.  Man  has  invented  fewT 
machines  for  utilizing  this  force,  but  by  nature,  he 
himself  is  so  constructed  as  to  give  it  first  action. 
Primitive  man  swings  the  war  club  and  beats  down 
his  foes.   Civilized  man  swings  the  ax  and  the  great 
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forests  tumble  over  and  become  a  shelter  and  pro- 
tection for  his  family. 

10.  If  we  give  attention  to  our  breathing  we 
will  note  that  the  air  flows  into  our  lungs  for  a 
while,  then  we  put  forth  an  effort  and  push  it  out 
again.  This  occurs  over  and  over  and  at  rhythmic 
intervals.  The  action  of  the  heart  is  similar.  The 
blood  flows  into  and  fills  up  the  auricles,  the  valves 
open  and  it  passes  into  the  ventricles,  whereupon 
the  heart  contracts  violently  forcing  the  blood  out 
into  all  parts  of  the  body.  The  heart  contracts,  or 
what  we  call  beats,  at  regular  intervals.  In  these 
motions  of  the  lungs  and  heart  we  recognize  periods 
of  stress  and  recovery  and  we  think  of  an  object 
passing  around  an  ellipse,  gaining  speed  in  the  flat- 
tened sides  and  playing  it  out  passing  around  the 
corners,  or  vice  versa. 

11.  A  very  powerful  machine  is  the  rockcrusher 
which  furnishes  macadam  to  pave  our  highways 
and  boulevards.  A  hugh  fluted  bur  weighing  many 
tons  turns  in  a  concave  and  is  so  arranged  that  it 
pushes  in  and  out  rhythmically;  pushing  in  and 
grinding  rock,  expending  nearly  all  its  momentum, 
then  pulling  away  and  receiving  a  new  charge  for 
another  crush. 

12.  Under  the  laws  of  gravitation  every  particle 
of  matter  attracts  every  other  particle  of  matter 
in  the  universe.  When  an  object  is  attracted  and 
is  prevented  from  moving  to  the  point  of  attraction 
it  is  said  to  possess  weight.   Weight  is  the  measure

of  capacity  any  object  possesses  as  a  vehicle  for 
carrying  momentum.  Therefore  there  is  a  direct 
relation  between  momentum  and  gravitation. 

13.  The  human  mind  being  adapted  to  appreciate 
these  phenomena  of  nature,  presents  a  counterpart 
existence.  Ambition  stands  for  gravitation.  Intelli- 
gence or  knowing  is  the  active  or  motive  principle. 
What  a  person  accomplishes  or  succeeds  in  doing 
represents  the  momentum  produced  and  the  uses  to 
which  it  is  put. 

14.  Abraham  Lincoln,  born  in  Kentucky  Feb- 
ruary 12,  1809,  was  the  son  of  pioneer  parents  and 
grew  to  manhood  in  pioneer  settlements.  His  father 
was  a  stalwart,  self-reliant,  and  practical  frontiers- 
man; his  mother  a  refined  and  educated  woman. 
From  his  father,  Lincoln  inherited  a  body  of  great 
physical  strength  and  endurance;  from  his  mother, 
a  keen  intellectual  mind. 

15.  These  qualities  manifested  themselves  at  a 
very  early  age.  He  could  outrun,  jump,  throw,  or 
whip  any  of  his  playmates,  and  even  those  of  more 
mature  years.  Learning  to  read  and  write  at  his 
mother's  knee,  the  precarious  child  mind  fluttered, 
flew  and  soared  above  the  community.  In  school  he 
excelled  his  masters,  could  spell  down  everybody, 
set  writing  copies  for  his  elders,  and  wrote  poetry. 

16.  These  superiorities  of  childhood  gratified 
his  approbation  and  inflamed  his  ambition.  He  de- 
termined to  maintain  them  during  life.  While  still 
in  his  teens,  he  declared  himself,  "Big  buck  of  the 
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lick,"  a  position  and  challenge  he  was  ever  ready 
to  demonstrate  physically,  socially  or  intellectually. 

17.  The  Bible,  dictionary,  Pilgrim's  Progress, 
Life  of  Washington  and  Burns'  poems  comprised 
the  literature  and  principal  companions  of  Lincoln's 
early  youth.  Almost  by  heart  he  learned  them. 
Constantly  delving  into  their  depths,  seeking  the 
secret  of  their  greatness,  in  flights  of  fancy  he  be- 
came a  part  of  them  and  they  in  return  became  a 
part  of  him,  transfixing  the  awkard  boy  into  a 
presence  transcendent,  majestic  and  impressive. 

18.  Of  an  adventurous  spirit,  Lincoln  early  in 
life  chafed  at  his  prosaic  surroundings  and  the 
sameness  of  events.  He  had  read  of  the  great  world 
and  he  wanted  to  see  it.  At  nineteen  he  hired  as 
bow-hand  upon  a  flatboat  and  made  a  trip  down 
the  Ohio  and  Mississippi  Rivers  to  the  great  slave 
mart  and  commercial  emporium,  New  Orleans.  Re- 
turning home  and  moving  to  Illinois,  he  delighted 
to  tell  his  new  friends  about  his  river  exploits. 
A  Mr.  Offutt  being  assured  that  a  flatboat  could, 
without  great  difficulty,  be  sent  down  the  Sangamon 
River,  outfitted  an  expedition  and  placed  his  young 
acquaintance  in  command.  Upon  navigators  bold 
two  wonderful  stories  are  told,  of  how  Columbus 
made  an  egg  to  stand  on  end,  and  Lincoln  bored 
a  hole  in  the  bottom  of  the  boat  to  let  the  water  out. 

19.  The  Black  Hawk  war  breaking  out,  Lincoln, 
always  eager  for  a  new  adventure,  promptly  en- 
listed and  at  the  youthful  age  of  twenty-three  years 
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was  chosen  captain  of  his  company,  intensely  to 
his  liking  and  greatly  to  the  chagrin  of  one  of  his 
former  employers.  In  this  campaign,  being  some- 
what of  a  factor  among  men  and  affairs,  he  came 
into  personal  contact  and  association  with  men  of 
prestige,  and  makers  of  present,  past  and  future 
history,  namely:  Zachary  Taylor,  son  of  Alexander 
Hamilton,  Jefferson  Davis,  and  Major  Anderson. 

20.  While  engaging  in  no  battles  (with  the  en- 
emy) he  served  with  distinction  and  courage  (as 
a  wrestler)  and  was  truly  esteemed  an  idol  and 
champion  of  the  soldier  boys.  Being  mustered  out 
during  the  close  of  the  war,  he  ran  for  the  State 
Legislature  and  had  the  pleasure  of  knowing  that 
nearly  every  one  who  knew  him  voted  for  him. 

21.  Greatly  encouraged  by  his  popularity  and 
the  plaudits  of  his  townspeople,  he  launched  into 
the  store  business,  landed  the  postmastership,  and 
floated  around  as  deputy  surveyor.  Taking  up  the 
study  of  Blackstone,  he  purchased  a  book  of  busi- 
ness forms,  solicited  patronage  as  a  drawer  of  con- 
tracts and  wrote  all  kinds  of  legal  instruments.  He 
scattered  his  work  from  place  to  place  among  the 
people  of  his  political  district,  rapidly  extended 
his  acquaintance,  and  again  trying  for  the  Legis- 
lature, won. 

22.  At  a  time  when  the  old  maxim,  "Children 
should  be  seen,  not  heard,"  was  in  great  repute 
and  practice  and  elders  claimed  precedence  as  bv 
divine  right,  we  behold  this  young,  presumptuous, 
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ambitious  upstart  of  twenty-five  years  sedately 
taking  his  seat  among  the  sovereign  law-givers  of 
a  great  state.  Again,  and  again,  and  again,  four 
times  in  succession  the  people  vouchsafed  him  this 
preferment.  He  went  to  Vandalia  to  sit  in  the  Illi- 
nois Legislature.  He  brought  it  home  with  him, 
and  the  Illinois  Legislature  now  sits  in  Springfield. 

23.  We  next  find  Mr.  Lincoln  devoting  himself 
assiduously  to  the  practice  of  law,  going  from  cir- 
cuit to  circuit  and  pleading  at  the  bar  of  all  the 
state  and  federal  courts.  It  has  been  said  of  him 
that  "he  was  a  poor  pleader  for  a  bad  cause.'5 
Stephen  A.  Douglas,  the  brilliant  American  Sophist, 
politician  and  jurist,  said,  "Lincoln  cannot  be 
beaten  when  he  has  justice  on  his  side,"  and  "He  is 
liable  to  beat  you  when  you  have  justice  on  your 
side."  To  say  that  his  retention  in  a  cause  always 
insured  justice  for  his  clients  is  the  highest  enco- 
mium that  can  be  bestowed  upon  human  achieve- 
ment. 

24.  The  linguistic  seed  of  social  wit  and  mirth 
sown  in  youth  at  the  frontier  log-rollings,  barn- 
raisings  and  house-warmings  matured  into  a  na- 
tional harvest  of  forensic  eloquence,  laden  with  the 
sharp  analysis  of  human  nature,  the  understanding 
of  events  and  the  potent  use  of  language.  We  as  a 
nation  are  just  beginning  to  realize  that  Abraham 
Lincoln  towers  above  all  others  as  a  master  of  the 
English  language,  and  that  therein  lies  the  secret 
of  his   greatness.    He  has   left   a  better   legacy   of 
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touching  phrases,  epigrams,  syllogisms,  maxims, 
axioms,  truisms  and  striking  sequences  than  any 
other  public  man  of  our  times. 

25.  To  convince  and  win  over  juries,  he  devel- 
oped and  perfected  a  "jury  language,"  elliptical 
and  momentous  in  its  action.  At  the  beginning  of 
his  sentences,  he  swings  away  from  the  object  and 
bespeaks  justice  to  his  opponent,  then  gently  round- 
ing, returns  with  a  flash  that  illuminates  his  client 
in  the  right  and  ends  in  victory.  Subtle,  seductive, 
sublime!  Instructive,  convincing,  conquering! 
"Abe"  Lincoln's  body  lies  mouldering  in  the  tomb, 
but  his  "jury  language"  still  goes  marching  on. 

26.  Always  plucking  those  beautiful  flowers 
which  exhale  the  sweetness  of  place  and  distinction, 
Lincoln  at  the  age  of  thirty-eight  enters  the  House 
of  Representatives  at  Washington.  In  our  republic 
all  men  were  created  equal  that  hope  might  spring 
eternal  in  each  human  breast,  and  we  esteem  it  but 
patriotism  that  every  congressman,  scenting  the 
sweetest  bloom,  keep  his  ears  attuned  to  the  buzzing; 
buzzing  of  the  bee — the  presidential  bee.  Lincoln 
saw  what  few  others  have  seen,  that  Washington 
is  the  most  likely  place  to  get  stung;  stung  by  the 
bee — the  presidential  bee.  He  made  friends,  ob- 
served, studied  conditions,  methods  of  remedying 
public  affairs,  and  told  some  of  his  famous  stories. 
He  made  a  couple  of  excellent  speeches  and  even 
went  so  far  as  to  oppose  the  President's  policy  in 
relation  to  Mexico,  but  on  the  whole  he  restrained

his  energies.  Declining  to  enter  a  contest  for  re- 
nomination,  he  returned  to  Springfield  and  again 
busied  himself  with  the  practice  of  law. 

27.  The  cruelties  men  inflict  upon  their  fellow 
men  are  the  danger  signals  of  history;  they  but 
mark  the  defects  of  the  human  architect.  Our  fore- 
fathers failed  to  practice  what  they  preached  and 
at  the  close  of  the  Revolution  some  were  unwilling 
to  give  up  their  slaves.  The  Constitution  adopted 
would  not  plumb  with  their  Declaration  of  Inde- 
pendence, so  the  momentum  developed  in  one  pro- 
duced friction  in  the  other,  disintegrating  the  entire 
structure.  Lincoln  saw  the  danger  signals  and  gave 
the  alarm.  "A  house  divided  against  itself  cannot 
stand."  He  did  not  believe  our  government  could 
endure  permanently  half  slave  and  half  free.  He 
did  not  expect  the  Union  to  be  dissolved,  he  did  not 
expect  the  house  to  fall;  he  did  expect  it  to  cease 
to  be  divided,  and  when  the  time  came  to  remodel 
it,  history  selected  him  to  be  the  architect. 

28.  The  ancients  foretold  events  by  the  flight  of 
birds.  Lincoln  always  claimed  to  be  superstitious 
and  I  like  to  think  of  him  as  out  upon  the  vast 
prairies  of  Illinois  upon  a  sultry  August  afternoon. 
Over  a  newly  mown  field  soars  a  hawk  in  search  of 
prey;  it  hovers,  dips  and  rises  with  a  little  field 
mouse  in  its  beak.  From  afar,  from  the  top  of  a 
dead  cottonwood  an  eagle's  eye  marks  the  plight 
and  begins  pursuit.  High  in  the  heavens,  around 
and   around  they  go  in  narrowing   and   lowering 
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spirals  until  the  eagle  fastens  his  talons  upon  the 
hawk  and  they  drop  to  the  ground.  Surrounded  only 
by  the  immensity  of  nature,  they  struggle  and  pull 
and  flop  and  squawk.  The  hawk,  with  feathers  badly 
ruffled  and  many  missing,  nearly  drops  the  mouse, 
holding  it  but  by  the  tail.  The  eagle,  quick  to  per- 
ceive an  advantage  fastens  his  beak  upon  little 
mouse's  head  and  pulls.  Rending  that  which  nature 
hath  put  together,  the  hawk  sorrowfully  flies  away 
with  the  little  mouse's  tail  and  leaves  the  body  to 
the  eagle. 

29.  In  1858,  Stephen  A.  Douglas,  still  soaring 
under  his  political  policy  of  Popular  Sovereignty 
and  seeking  re-election  to  the  Senate,  was  hovering — 
ready  to  dip  and  rise  with  the  White  House  in  his 
beak,  when  Lincoln  with  eagle  eye  marked  the 
plight  of  affairs,  announced  his  candidacy  for  the 
same  office  and  began  pursuit.  Bitterly  opposed  to 
slavery  under  restriction  and  determined  to  fight 
its  extension,  "Honest  Abe"  challenged  the  "Little 
Giant"  to  joint  debate.  Far  from  the  Washington 
crowd,  over  the  vast  prairies,  around  the  great  State 
of  Illinois  they  contended.  They  fought  the  Nation's 
political  war,  monopolized  its  adoration,  and 
claimed  the  prize. 

30.  Douglas  was  never  the  superior  man,  but  he 
had  the  majority  party  behind  him.  With  an 
adroitness  and  dexterity  without  parallel,  Lincoln 
so  ruffled  and  pulled  the  feathers  and  befogged  the 
issues  of  his  adversary  as  to  cause  a  portion  of  his 
followers  to  repudiate  him  and  bolt  the  party.    A 
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split  party  was  equivalent  to  defeat.  Douglas  re- 
tained his  Senatorial  honors  (the  mouse's  tail)  and 
in  the  next  Presidential  campaign  was  nominated 
for  the  Presidency  by  a  divided  Democratic  con- 
vention; Lincoln  by  a  united  Republican  conven- 
tion. Douglas  campaigned  North  and  South,  making 
a  titanic  effort  to  unite  and  save  his  disrupted  party. 
Lincoln  retired  within  his  domicile  and  modestly 
cited  all  inquirers  to  his  former  utterances.  Fight- 
ing over  a  senatorship,  Lincoln  won  the  Presidency. 

31.  The  presidential  reign  of  Abraham  Lincoln 
covers  the  most  critical  and  momentous  period  of 
our  national  existence.  Upon  taking  his  seat  one- 
third  of  the  population  and  domain  had  seceded 
from  the  Union  and  set  up  a  separate  government, 
in  order  they  maintained  that  four  million  people 
of  an  inferior  race  might  be  continued  in  perpetual 
servitude.  In  the  previous  Republican  convention 
various  sections  of  the  country  had  put  forth  favor- 
ite sons  and  supported  them  for  the  presidency. 
Lincoln  wisely  concluded  that  if  these  popular 
representatives  were  acceptable  to  large  followings 
for  the  Presidency  they  would  be  acceptable  in  a 
lesser  capacity,  so  invited  them  to  form  his  official 
cabinet. 

32.  Genius  never  sees  the  down  turned  thumb, 
but  mistakes  it  for  the  out  stretched  hand  of  the 
angel  of  destiny  beckoning  onward  to  ambition's 
goal.  Each  of  these  eminently  able  gentlemen  under- 
judged  his  superior  and  cherished  the  vain  delusion 
that  the  President  had  selected  him  to  be  Prime 
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Minister,  and  rule  in  fact  if  not  in  name.  Lincoln 
being  of  a  humble  disposition  (so  by  design)  was 
well  pleased  to  sit  back  in  the  White  House  and 
see  a  President  in  the  War  Department,  a  President 
in  the  Treasury  Department,  and  another  President 
in  the  State  Department;  all  putting  forth  herculean 
efforts  and  achieving  results  worthy  of  the  respon- 
sibility they  presumed  to  be  carrying.  Never  did 
ruler  devolve  a  strategy  for  obtaining  greater  effi- 
ciency from  his  ministers.  Lincoln  not  only  knew 
how  to  get  out  of  himself  the  best  there  was  in  him, 
but  knew  how  to  get  it  out  of  everybody  else  as 
well,  and  what  is  more  he  got  it  out  and  used  it  to 
preserve  the  Union. 

33.  At  times  these  deputy  presidents  essayed  to 
mete  out  mosaic  measures,  only  to  find  that,  "They 
were  right  under  Lincoln's  thumb."  "With  malice 
towards  none,  with  charity  for  all;  yet  firm  in  the 
right  as  God  gave  him  to  see  the  right,"  this  thumb 
pushed  in  and  out  greaving  the  little  and  grinding 
the  big.  Perseverance,  patience,  superior  numbers, 
and  vaster  resources  crushed  the  Confederacy  and 
Lincoln  left  to  his  successor  a  single  nation  and 
people,  united  and  free. 

34.  That  one's  adversary  be  led  to  bring  about 
his  own  downfall  was  held  the  ideal  consummation 
of  Greek  diplomacy.  Socrates  was  the  originator 
and  perfector  of  a  peculiar  form  of  logical  dis- 
course by  virtue  of  which  history  accredits  him  to 
have  been  the  world's  wisest  philosopher.  It  pos- 
sesses what  your  author  calls  perpendicular  momen- 
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turn.  To  illustrate  it,  let  us  fancy  the  great  Athenian 
initiating  his  pupil,  Plato,  into  its  divine  mysteries. 

35.  Pledging  Plato  to  the  utmost  secrecy  not 
to  reveal  any  of  the  elucidations  of  the  Institution 
upon  penalty  of  offending  the  Gods,  Socrates  con- 
ducts his  matriculate  from  the  outer  chamber  into 
the  inner  court  of  the  Academy.  Under  a  great 
beam  is  fastened  a  pulley  through  which  passes  a 
small  rope,  the  ends  of  which  rest  upon  the  ground. 
Attached  to  one  end  of  this  rope  is  a  leaden  weight, 
around  which  are  grouped  in  a  circle  the  disciples, 
seemingly  in  the  deepest  abstraction. 
Plato — "Why  such  noble  looking  and  devout  men 

passing  their  time  in  idleness?" 
Socrates — "They  contemplate  upon  momentum.'* 
Plato — "Why  this   leaden   weight,   this   rope,   and 

that  pulley  attached  to  yonder  beam?' 
Socrates— "They  are  instruments  to  induce  momen- 
tum to  leave  its  intangible  abode  in  the  universe 
and  come  and  perform  in  the  presence  of  the 
disciples." 
Plato — "But,  show  me  this  impossibility." 
Socrates — "Certainly.    Just  step  within  the  circle, 
pull  lightly  upon  the  rope.    See!     The  weight 
ascends,  and  I  place  it  gently  upon  your  head." 
Plato — "I  feel  the  weight  of  the  leaden  object  upon 

my  head." 
Socrates — "Just  so.   Now  pull  some  more  upon  the 
rope.    The  weight  has  traveled  to  the  beam,  so 
you  may  now  release  your  hold  upon  the  rope." 
(The  weight  descends  upon  poor  Plato's  head) . 
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Socrates — "You  again   feel   the  same   object  upon 

your  head." 
Plato — "But  there  was  a  decided  difference  the  last 


time. 


Socrates — "Now,  take  a  seat  among  the  disciples, 
and  consider  the  nature  of  momentum." 

36.  The  first  demagogue  to  acquire  position  in 
the  political  affairs  of  Illinois  was,  perhaps,  George 
Forquer.  He  had  been  Assemblyman,  Secretary 
of  State,  Attorney  General,  and  State  Senator.  His 
party  falling  into  the  minority,  he  turned  from  the 
Whigs  to  the  Democrats  and  was  made  registrar  of 
the  land  office  at  Springfield  at  a  handsome  salary. 
Being  wealthy  he  lived  in  style,  built  a  fine  resi- 
dence, and  erected  thereon  the  first  lightning  rod 
ever  seen  in  Sangamon  County. 

37.  Hurrah!  Hurrah!  Hurrah!  "Abraham  Lin- 
coln! He  has  fulfilled  the  expectations  of  his  friends 
and  disappointed  the  hopes  of  his  enemies!'  Hur- 
rah! Hurrah!  Hurrah!  Having  served  one  term 
in  the  Legislature  and  seeking  re-election,  Lincoln 
entered  the  1836  campaign  and  put  forth  all  the 
energy  of  his  twenty-seven  years  for  the  success  of 
his  party.  At  a  popular  assembly  in  which  only 
Whig  and  Democratic  candidates  were  selected  to 
address  the  multitude,  he  was  given  the  opportunity 
to  make  his  first  speech  at  the  County  Seat.  He  so 
excelled  his  opponents  and  colleagues  as  to  arouse 
the  jealousy  of  his  political  rivals,  and  to  recover 
the  day,  Mr.  George  Forquer,  who  was  not  a  candi- 
date, presumptuously  took  the  platform,   and  ad- 
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dressing  the  astounded  crowd,  pointed  toward  Lin- 
coln and  said,  "This  young  man  must  be  taken 
down."  He  then  proceeded  to  interweave  with  his 
political  arguments,  references  to  the  size  and  per- 
sonality of  his  adversary.  A  Stoic  in  mind  and 
deportment,  Lincoln  submissively  listened  to  this 
personal  abuse,  again  stepped  to  the  rostrum,  ably 
and  thoroughly  answered  the  new  arguments  pre- 
sented, then  in  summing  up  said,  "Mr.  Forquer 
commenced  his  speech  by  announcing  that  the 
young  man  would  have  to  be  taken  down.  It  is  for 
you,  fellow  citizens,  not  for  me  to  say  whether  I 
am  up  or  down.  The  gentleman  has  seen  fit  to  allude 
to  my  being  a  young  man;  but  he  forgets  that  I  am 
older  in  years  than  in  the  tricks  and  trades  of 
politicians.  I  desire  to  live  and  I  desire  place  and 
distinction,  but  I  would  rather  die  now,  than,  like 
the  gentleman,  live  to  see  the  day  that  I  would 
change  my  politics  for  an  office  worth  three  thousand 
dollars  per  year,  and  then — have  to  erect  a  lightning 
rod  to  protect  a  guilty  conscience  from  an  offended 
God." 

38.  President  Lincoln  was  able  to  vary  his 
momentum  from  the  perpendicular  and  shoot  it 
straight  to  the  mark  as  is  shown  in  an  incident  that 
happened  during  the  Peace  Conference  between  the 
North  and  the  South  at  Fortress  Monroe  in  Febru- 
ary, 1865.  Messrs.  Stephens  and  Hunter  repre- 
sented the  South  and  Lincoln  and  Seward  the  North. 
Mr.  Stephens  had  been  instructed  to  make  it  a  con- 
dition of  conference  that  Lincoln  should  recognize 
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Jefferson  Davis'  rank  as  Commander  or  President. 
Lincoln  demurred,  and  Mr.  Hunter  delicately  re- 
called the  precedent  of  Charles  I  and  his  parliament. 
Lincoln  replied,  "Upon  questions  of  English  history 
I  must  refer  you  to  Mr.  Seward  for  he  is  posted  in 
such  things  and  I  don't  pretend  to  be  bright.  My 
only  distinct  recollection  of  the  matter  is  that — 
Charles  lost  his  head." 

39.  In  reaping  and  sowing  the  movements  of  the 
body  resemble  a  wheel  working  through  a  portion 
of  its  arc.  A  good  example  of  Lincoln  as  the  reaper 
and  sower  is  found  in  excerpts  from  his  address 
upon  "The  Perpetuation  of  Our  Political  Institu- 
tions," in  which  as  a  reaper,  he  said,  "I  know  the 
American  people  are  much  attached  to  their  govern- 
ment; I  know  they  would  suffer  much  for  its  sake; 
I  know  they  would  endure  evils  long  and  patiently 
before  they  would  ever  think  of  exchanging  it  for 
another."  I  judge  that  enough  for  one  bundle,  so 
we  will  imagine  it  threshed  and  the  same  hand  seed- 
ing it  back  in  these  fruitful  words, — "Let  reverence 
for  the  laws  be  breathed  by  every  American  mother 
to  the  lisping  babe  that  prattles  on  her  lap;  let  it 
be  taught  in  schools,  in  seminaries,  and  in  colleges; 
let  it  be  written  in  primers,  in  spelling  books,  and 
in  almanacs;  let  it  be  preached  from  the  pulpit, 
proclaimed  in  legislative  halls,  and  enforced  in 
courts  of  justice;  let  it  become  the  political  religion 
of  the  nation,  and  let  the  old  and  the  young,  the 
rich  and  the  poor,  the  grave  and  the  gay  of  all 
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sexes  and  tongues  and  colors  and  conditions  sacri- 
fice unceasingly  upon  its  altars." 

40.  Let  me  present  before  your  vision  a  veritable 
giant,  six  feet  four  inches  tall,  slim,  gaunt  and  wiry. 
Before  him  stands  the  forest  primeval.  Upon  his 
shoulder  rests  an  ax  of  the  largest  pattern.  He 
grasps  the  tip  of  the  handle  and  extends  the  ax 
straightway  before  him.  'When  I  was  eighteen 
years  of  age  I  could  perform  that  feat,  there  has 
never  been  a  day  since  that  I  couldn't,"  he  exclaims. 
Entering  the  forest  he  selects  the  tallest  oak.  Swing- 
ing the  ax  it  sinks  deep  into  the  tree.  A  few  swings 
and  the  tree  falls  to  the  ground. 

41.  Let  us  fix  the  direction  traversed  by  the  ax 
in  each  of  those  mighty  swings.  We  see  that  it 
forms  a  beautiful  ellipse,  and  if  we  imagine  an  axis 
through  it  lengthwise  the  beginning  and  end  will 
lie  before  the  workman,  the  middle  part  behind  his 
back.  We  watched  the  ax  start  slowly,  saw  the  giant 
sway  his  back,  and  as  the  ax  returned  to  the  start- 
ing point,  saw  it  receive  the  powerful  impetus. 

42.  Lincoln  always  preferred  to  be  known  as  a 
"stump"  speaker,  perhaps  he  felt  that  he  swung  his 
language  like  he  swung  the  ax,  and  chopped  down 
his  opponents  as  though  they  were  trees.  If  so,  it 
ought  to  help  us  understand  the  man.  Nothing 
inspires  as  primitive  poesy  robed  in  garments  of 
dazzling  splendor,  so  in  deference  to  our  pioneer, 
we  will  carry  our  woodland  scene  and  let  it  serve 
as  a  stage  upon  which  we  depict  the  glorious  inci- 
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dents  of  his  life.  The  stump  shall  serve  as  a  ped- 
estal upon  which  we  feature  wrong,  and  language 
the  ax  that  cuts  it  down.  The  words  becoming  vis- 
ible will  form  an  ellipse  as  following  the  orbit  of 
an  ax. 

43.  The  scene  of  the  forest  fades  and  we  pass 
down  life's  journey  until  we  come  to  a  court  room. 
There  upon  the  old  familiar  stump  stands  a  culprit 
defiant  and  arrogant.  To  one  side  sits  the  jury  in 
deepest  perplexity.  With  hand  to  brow,  and  elbow 
upon  the  desk,  the  judge  inclines  his  head.  Now 
comes  a  giant  with  ax  in  hand:  one  swing  and  he 
passes  from  view.  The  judge  removes  his  hand, 
and  as  he  lifts  his  eyes,  in  the  pathway  left  by  the 
ax,  he  sees  these  momentous  words — "You  can 
fool  all  the  people  part  of  the  time,  and  part  of 
the  people  all  the  time,  but  you  can't  fool  all  the 
people  all  the  time." 

44.  Our  next  scene  is  laid  in  the  Nation's 
Metropolis,  at  the  people's  forum,  Cooper  Union 
in  New  York.  Upon  the  stump  stands  an  African 
slave,  burdened  under  the  yoke  of  oppression.  Below 
sits  a  world  cringing  and  trembling.  The  giant 
comes  forth,  swings  the  ax  and  passes  on.  The  peo- 
ple lift  their  eyes  to  the  pathway  made  by  the  ax, 
and  there  behold  these  momentous  words — "Let  us 
have  faith  that  right  makes  might,  and  in  that  faith, 
let  us  to  the  end  dare  to  do  our  duty  as  we  under- 
stand it."  In  an  instant  the  timid  populace  is 
transformed  into  abolition  soldiers;  the  battle  cry 
sounded,  and  the  war  begun. 
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45.  Weary  and  careworn,  tramping  along  life's 
toilsome  journey  plods  a  tall,  gaunt,  broken  and 
sad  faced  man.  In  one  hand  he  clasps  a  child  scarcely 
more  than  old  enough  to  toddle;  the  other  holds 
an  ax  of  keenest  edge.  He  calls  the  child,  "Little 
Union"  and  tells  of  its  father  and  mother  passed 
away,  and  how  he  came  to  be  its  step-daddie,  and 
how  he  wants  it  to  grow  up  to  be  a  big  man  some 
day.  They  come  to  a  great  battlefield  where  all  is 
desolate  and  waste,  and  there,  far  from  any  habi- 
tation, black  night  overtakes  them.  In  despair  they 
sink  to  the  ground.  Ferocious  beasts  have  scented 
their  trail  and  threatening  growls  are  heard.  The 
man  arises  and  gropes  his  way  in  the  dark,  presently 
he  finds  a  tall  stump  upon  which  he  places  "Little 
Union,"  and  grasping  his  faithful  ax,  determines 
to  defend  the  situation.  The  growls  grow  closer  and 
more  threatening.  He  swings  the  ax  to  the  north, 
to  the  east,  to  the  west,  and  to  the  south.  With  howls 
of  pain  the  foe  retreats.  But  see!  Is  it  magic  or 
Eden's  enchanted  ground?  Surrounding  the  stump 
in  the  pathway  cleaved  by  the  ax,  there  burns  in 
bivouac  the  campfires  of  the  soldier  dead,  and  in 
the  flames  to  the  north  we  see  these  momentous 
words — "Four  score  and  seven  years  ago  our  fathers 
brought  forth  on  this  continent,  a  new  nation,  con- 
ceived in  liberty  and  dedicated  to  the  proposition 
that  all  men  were  created  equal."  To  the  east — "We 
have  come  to  dedicate  a  portion  of  that  field  as  a 
final  resting  place  for  those,  who  here  gave  their 
lives,  that  that  nation  might  live."    To  the  west — 
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"From  these  honored  dead  we  take  increased  devo- 
tion to  that  cause  for  which  they  gave  the  last  full 
measure  of  devotion."  To  the  south — "This  Nation, 
under  God,  shall  have  a  new  birth  of  freedom,  and 
government  of  the  people,  by  the  people,  for  the 
people,  shall  not  perish  from  the  earth."  The  sun 
rises,  the  campfires  die  down,  and  "Little  Union" 
is  saved. 

46.  Hold!  What  have  we  done?  In  forming 
these  sentences  around  an  ellipse  have  we  not  set 
them  to  measure  and  prepared  for  scansion?  What 
is  poetry?  Abraham  Lincoln  always  played  like 
he  was  talking  to  the  jury  and  now  we  play  like  he 
was  a  poet,  giving  to  the  world  a  new  poetry;  the 
world's  sweetest  poetry — the  poetry  of  the  elliptical 
rhythm,  whose  feet  are  scanned  by  the  golden  rule, 
which  measures  out  to  others,  then  measures  back 
to  you.

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THE  CRUELTY  OF  HUMAN  LAWS 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen: 

Our  next  feature  will  be  the  Cruelty  of  Human 
Laws  and  the  platform  on  the  right  represents  the 
hall  of  Justice.  The  man  on  crutches  with  his  foot 
bound  up  is  now  asking  the  court  for  justice,  says 
that  his  neighbor,  a  clumsy  brute,  interfered  with 
his  freedom  of  movement  by  carelessly  stepping 
on  his  toe.  The  Court  pretends  to  be  in  doubt  and 
orders  the  bandage  removed  to  see  the  toe,  then 
fully  convinced  orders  his  sheriff,  Prejudice,  to 
severely  flog  the  guilty  culprit,  but  not  to  forget 
that  he  now  is  a  ward  of  the  State  and  under  the 
protection  of  the  Court,  and  to  take  the  doctor  along 
to  dress  and  heal  his  wounds,  to  call  the  nurse 
and  put  him  in  the  infirmary  and  keep  him  there 
until  he  fully  recovers;  but  that's  not  all,  the 
quality  of  mercy  is  not  strained,  and  it  is  further 
decreed  that  the  chaplain  then  be  sent  to  purify 
his  mind  and  save  his  soul. 

The  complainant  watches  with  dismay  and  thus 
again  appeals  unto  the  law,  "I  did  not  seek  to 
cause  all  this  woe,  but  aren't  you  going  to  do  some- 
thing for  my  toe?" 

And  again  the  law  replies,  "The  complainant 
asks  for  justice,  and  it  is  promptly  administered 
to  the  defendant;  my  attendants  must  be  fed,  there 
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were  insufficient  funds  in  this  case  to  go  around, 
now,  pay  the  costs  and  then  be  gone!" 

Problem:  How  much  punishment  will  it  require 
to  equal  an  ounce  of  justice? 

Answer:  Your  problem  is  improperly  pro- 
pounded. There  are  no  legal  scales  that  can  weigh 
those  items.  Better  adjourn  court  until  you  can 
find  some  weights  and  measures  to  fit  your  scales! 


THE  PRINCE  OF  UTOPERIA 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen: 

Our  next  attraction  you  see  on  the  stage  to  the 
right.  He  violated  one  law  to  enforce  another  and 
as  you  see  his  mind  is  in  utter  confusion.  He  thinks 
he  is  the  Prince  of  Vtoperia  and  the  man  at  his 
feet  is  a  subject  in  humble  adoration.  Such,  how- 
ever, is  not  the  case,  but  just  a  symbol  in  its  place, 
for  the  star  and  gun  are  but  the  horns  and  tail, 
and  he  was  only  a  prohibition  detector.  His  gov- 
ernment furnished  him  money  to  purchase  evidence. 
The  evidence  was  startling  and  very  volatile  and 
being  in  a  tight  pinch  in  order  to  save  it  he  swal- 
lowed it  down.  He  now  makes  his  presentment  in 
court  and  what  you  really  see  is  the  third  degree, 
another  attache  of  the  law  smelling  his  feet,  trying 
to  get  a  whiff  of  the  evidence  to  see  if  it  is  strong 
enough  to  convict. 
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THE  MASTER'S  VOICE

Substance  -f-  Motion  =  Mind  (concept) 

There  are  three  primordial  elements  in  the  Uni- 
verse, one  for  each  plane  of  existence.  By  putting 
two  together  we  always  make  another.  The  asso- 
ciates of  the  animal  kingdom  are  substance  and 
mind.  When  put  together  they  turned  into  motion. 
In  other  words  an  animal  is  substance  in  motion 
plus  mind  in  motion.  Freedom  of  movement  is 
substance  in  motion,  and  intelligence  is  mind  in 
motion.  This  makes  the  animal  kingdom  the  con- 
necting link  between  the  material  and  the  mental 
realms,  and  anything  passing  from  one  realm  to 
the  other  must  enter  the  animal  kingdom  and  be- 
come transformed  before  it  can  enter  the  other 
kingdom.  This  should  help  you  now  to  understand 
the  diagram  and  then  to  recognize  the  Master's 
Voice,  when  thus  he  speaks: 

When  you  wish  to  move  something  in  the  material 
realm,  use  your  freedom  of  motion,  and  when  you 
wish  to  move  something  in  the  mental  realm  use 
your  intelligence.  If  you  wish  to  move  something 
from  the  material  realm  into  the  mental  realm,  use 
your  freedom  of  movement  to  direct  intelligence; 
let  freedom  of  movement  bring  it  from  the  material 
realm  to  the  transfer  station,  then  intelligence  take 
it  the  rest  of  the  way,  for  only  intelligence  can  move 
things  in  the  mental  realm.    If  you  wish  to  move 
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something  from  the  mental  realm  into  the  material, 
use  intelligence  to  direct  freedom  of  movement,  get 
it  in  your  mind,  drop  it  at  the  transfer  station  and 
let  freedom  of  movement  place  it  in  the  material 
realm,  for  only  force  or  motion  can  move  things  in 
the  material  realm. 

I  have  given  you  the  formula  of  creation,  but  no 
formula  for  destruction.  I  have  no  negative  laws; 
they  were  but  the  Devil's  delusion.  Exercise  birth 
control  over  your  subjects  and  undesirable  predi- 
cates will  soon  die  out. 

THE  HUNCHBACK  DE  NOTRE  DAME 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen: 

We  next  call  your  attention  to  the  stage  on  the 
right,  featuring  Quasimodo,  the  bell  ringer  or  the 
Hunchback  De  Notre  Dame,  Victor  Hugo's  cele- 
brated character  who  made  his  first  appearance  in 
Paris  in  the  latter  part  of  the  Fifteenth  Century 
as  the  Pope  of  Fools.  He  is  now  selling  tickets  to 
Heaven.  "The  noun  or  arithmetic  has  told  you 
where  to  go."  Get  your  tickets  here,  "The  verb  or 
grammar  may  fail  to  put  you  there"  so  you  will 
have  to  get  in  the  best  way  you  can.  The  Grand 
Cathedral  which  you  see  in  the  background  is  not 
Heaven,  but  just  the  validating  office  where  they 
countersign  your  ticket.  You  will  get  to  see  a  lot 
more.  Take  no  chances,  get  your  ticket  now  and 
pass  right  in,  they  absolutely  promise  not  to  pro- 
test the  admission  of  anyone  who  gets  his  ticket 
properly  countersigned  and  presents  it  at  the  gate. 
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POLITICS  ENLIGHTENING  THE  WORLD 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen: 

Our  next  attraction  on  the  stage  to  the  right 
represents  Politics  enlightening  the  world  with  the 
formula  that  poisoned  the  human  mind.  Nature  in 
her  plan  of  creation  first  made  one,  then  made  an- 
other that  was  similar  but  different.  By  copulating 
the  two  together  she  obtained  the  third,  or  major 
relation,  and  by  copulating  the  third  with  one  of  the 
first  two  she  obtained  the  fourth  or  minor  relation, 
etc.  Our  decimal  system  of  notation  is  arbitrary  to 
the  order  of  nature  which  always  predicates  upon 
the  count  of  three,  and  when  we  cannot  solve  the 
problem  by  the  third  trial,  our  mind  is  in  confusion, 
and  we  should  improve  our  understanding  before 
wasting  time  and  freedom  of  movement  in  further 
efforts  to  predicate.  Nature  never  made  a  four, 
five  or  seven  leaf  clover — but  what  I  found  was 
two  twos  together,  a  two  and  a  three,  two  twos  and 
a  three,  etc.,  or  two  threes.  Nature  never  abandons 
a  principle  once  used,  or  adopts  another  that  is 
unnecessary.  She  discontinues  the  copulation  of 
the  associates  when  their  predicate  is  undesirable. 
As  we  trace  the  footsteps  of  nature,  we  discover 
primarily  the  rule  of  three.  There  are  three  pri- 
mordial elements,  three  steps  in  the  formula  of 
creation,  three  steps  in  the  concept  or  understand- 
ing, and  three  keys  to  the  human  mind.    In  arith- 
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nietic  we  have  three  principles:  addition,  subtrac- 
tion and  multiplication.  Impulse  brings  addition, 
prejudice  subtraction  and  intelligence  multiplica- 
tion. At  the  present  time  we  are  living  in  the 
epoch  of  prejudice  and  subtraction,  but  multipli- 
cation is  just  around  the  corner,  and  if  we  get 
around  that  corner  before  we  acquire  intelligence 
enough  to  direct  multiplication  and  extinguish  the 
fuse  in  the  hand  of  Freedom  of  Movement,  her 
bomb  is  going  to  wreck  civilization. 

THE  TREE  OF  KNOWLEDGE 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen: 

The  next  attraction  on  the  stage  to  the  right 
represents  the  Tree  of  Knowledge,  and  as  you  see 
it  is  very  tall  and  all  the  good  fruit  seems  to  be 
hung  near  the  top,  and  that  nature  has  placed  it 
where  we  would  have  to  use  intelligence  to  reach  it. 

The  serpent  was  more  subtile  than  all  the  rest, 
and  so  besought  the  woman  to  beguile.  Told  her 
where  to  find  the  fruit,  but  failed  to  teach  her  how 
to  climb  the  tree.  But,  it  so  happened  as  poor  Eve 
did  look  around,  an  apple  came  falling  to  the 
ground.  In  delight  it  was  seized,  for  she  felt  that 
Adam  would  be  pleased.  Then  in  half  she  brake 
it  and  they  both  did  partake  it.  Now,  alas,  that 
apple  was  bad  and  it  made  poor  Adam  sad.  We 
will  all  agree,  it  does  no  good  to  blame  the  (predi- 
cate) woman  in  the  case,  but  when  we  think  we 
are  getting  something  free,  we  had  better  look  for 
the  (subject)  monkey  up  the  tree. 
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THE  DEVIL'S  FUNERAL 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen: 

The  next  attraction  which  you  see  on  the  stage 
to  the  right  is  the  Devil's  Funeral.  Yes,  the  Devil 
is  dead.  Tried  to  swallow  the  Grammar  of  Nature 
and  died  from  mental  indigestion.  Yes,  I  am  sure 
he  is  the  Devil.  He  was  the  black  sheep  of  the 
family,  the  prodigal  son  who  never  returned.  I 
have  scanned  his  face,  read  his  books  and  knew 
him  well,  and  now  I  am  going  to  deliver  his  funeral 
oration.  He  was  the  King  of  Mystery  and  the  Error 
of  Destruction.  He  always  lived  by  deceit  and 
taught  us  how  to  cheat.  He  was  the  monkey  up  the 
tree  that  threw  the  apple  down.  He  was  a  presti- 
digitator of  delusion  and  always  kept  us  in  con- 
fusion. The  only  good  he  ever  did  was  to  teach  us 
to  hate  him.  He  told  us  about  Hell,  then  joined  in 
our  plays  and  taught  us  how  to  punish  each  other. 
I  am  the  boatman  now  that  will  have  to  ferry  him 
across  the  Styx.  I  am  taking  him  back  to  Athens 
the  land  of  his  forefathers.  You  remember  the 
little  cemetery  on  the  side  of  the  hill  as  you  enter 
the  town.  There  lies  a  lonely  unkept  grave,  but 
the  monument  still  stands  after  all  these  years.  It 
was  erected  to  the  memory  of  the  Unknown  God. 
There,  beside,  in  the  family  lot,  will  I  lay  the 
Devil  away  and  another  monument  shall  mark  his 
grave;  the  epitaph  will  say — "The  Known  Devil."

THE  PRICE  OF  PEACE 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen: 

Our  next  scene  on  the  right  is  one  of  sorrow. 
The  picture  portrays  a  priest  leading  an  ass  bear- 
ing the  Christ  and  placing  a  wreath  upon  the  tomb 
of  the  Unknown  Soldier.  You  cannot  preach  the 
Prince  of  Peace  while  glorifying  the  Unknown  Sol- 
dier, for  the  one  does  not  predicate  the  other. 
Both  gave  their  lives.  The  one  to  save  his  neighbor; 
the  other  to  destroy  him.  The  priest,  now,  for  two 
thousand  years  has  been  praying,  but  who  can  tell 
the  subject  in  his  mind? 

Analysis:  Christ  used  his  freedom  of  movement 
to  direct  his  intelligence  to  move  the  mind  of  his 
fellow  man.  The  Unknown  Soldier  used  his  intelli- 
gence to  direct  his  freedom  of  movement  to  destroy 
the  freedom  of  movement  of  his  fellow  man.  The 
objective  mind  of  the  priest  has  seen  the  similarity, 
but  his  subjective  mind  has  failed  to  understand 
the  difference.  There  was  no  concept,  and  his  mind 
is  in  doubt,  so  his  prayers  will  remain  unanswered.

Eliminate  Glory  and 
Profit  and  this  Tomb  will  be  its  last. 
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'7W-THE-ISM 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen: 

The  next  attraction  which  you  see  on  the  right 
symbolizes  or  picturizes  the  Grammar  of  Nature's 
predicate  to  Tolstoy's  Fall  of  the  Church  and  lay- 
ing the  Corner  Stone  of  Pantheism.  The  difference 
between  Christianity,  with  all  its  creeds,  and  Pan- 
theism, is  but  an  understanding  of  the  difference 
between  the  substance  and  its  symbol.  The  one  is 
the  subject  and  in  the  material  realm;  the  other 
is  the  predicate  and  in  the  mental  realm.  Intelli- 
gence and  Freedom  of  Movement,  or  the  animal 
kingdom  is  the  bridge  between.  Nothing  can  pass 
from  the  material  to  the  mental  realm  without  using 
the  bridge,  and  conversely  nothing  can  pass  from 
the  mental  realm  to  the  material  without  using 
the  same  bridge,  but  in  the  opposite  direction.  In 
going  from  the  material  realm  to  the  mental  we  use 
freedom  of  movement  to  direct  intelligence,  for 
mind  is  sensible  to  intelligence  but  insensible  to 
force.  In  going  back  the  other  way  we  must  use 
intelligence  to  direct  freedom  of  movement,  for 
substance  is  sensible  to  movement,  but  insensible 
to  intelligence.  Intelligence  moves  mind,  but  only 
force  can  move  substance. 

Words  of  hocus  pocus  and  voodooism  cannot 
change  the  substance  of  plain  water  or  sacramental 
bread,  nor  add  to  their  virtues  or  vices,  for  only 
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force  can  move  substance  which  is  insensible  to 
all  things  in  the  mental  realm,  so  the  minister 
should  use  his  intelligence  to  direct  his  freedom 
of  movement  when  he  wishes  to  make  a  change  in 
substance.  Only  intelligence  can  move  mind,  so 
the  minister  must  use  his  freedom  of  movement  to 
direct  his  intelligence  whenever  he  would  move 
the  mind  of  his  congregation,  for  mind  is  insensible 
to  force,  penance,  or  punishment.  The  clergy  not 
having  a  clear  understanding  of  their  generation 
in  this  transition  often  use  freedom  of  movement 
to  direct  intelligence  when  they  should  use  intelli- 
gence to  direct  freedom  of  movement,  and  vice  versa. 
To  cover  up  their  lack  or  misuse  of  intelligence  they 
have  substituted  mysticism,  torture,  and  abuse, 
neither  of  which  leads  or  adds  to  intelligence  and 
should  be  eliminated  from  our  instruction  and 
guidance.  (Note)  "I  grant  that  threats  of  force, 
penance,  or  punishment  is  intelligence  and  can  move 
mind;  but  to  beg  this  point  and  then  use  them  only 
as  ''scarecrows,'  frighten  with  the  symbol  knowing 
the  substance  would  injure,  would  be  to  make  your- 
self a  deceiver  and  destroy  your  standing.  I  also 
grant  and  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  pun- 
ishment is  a  key  to  freedom  of  movement,  but  like 
prejudice  to  intelligence,  it  is  contrary  to  nature's 
system  and  order  of  procedure  and  locks,  but  does 
not  unlock,  thus  defeating  the  purpose  for  which 
it  was  used." 

Christ  told  them  that  his  kingdom  was  not  of 
this  world,  and  to  feed  his  sheep.  They  fed  their 
own  sheep  and  claimed  his  kingdom,  but  knew  not 
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whither  it  lay.  Christ's  sheep  were  symbolical  and 
could  not  feed  on  corn  and  hay  or  other  substantive 
things.  As  you  look  at  the  sheep  in  the  picture, 
you  will  note  that  they  are  endowed  with  human 
heads,  which  is  symbolical  of  the  idea  that  they 
could  only  be  fed  intellectually,  for  Christ  was 
speaking  to  the  minds  of  his  followers  and  not  to 
their  stomachs. 

The  Psalmist  has  said  that  all  is  vanity.  We  train 
our  children  to  use  their  own  intelligence  to  direct 
their  freedom  of  movement;  let  their  conscience  be 
their  guide.  That  is  not  vanity.  We  train  other 
people's  children  to  use  our  intelligence  to  direct 
their  freedom  of  movement.  That  is  vanity.  To 
Pantheism,  all  are  children  and  are  taught  to  use 
their  intelligence  to  direct  their  own  freedom  of 
movement,  and  we  are  happy  to  see  each  one  have 
intelligence  to  direct  his  freedom  of  movement  to- 
ward his  own  destiny.  How  sad  when  one  is  lacking 
in  intelligence  to  guide  his  own  freedom  of  move- 
ment and  depends  on  others. 

Pantheism  teaches  that  all  is  good,  and  that  this 
good  can  only  be  understood  through  the  intelli- 
gence of  the  human  mind,  that  what  we  knew  as 
bad  was  only  error  and  yet  to  be  corrected  by 
intelligence.  It  does  not  interfere  or  seek  to  control 
your  freedom  of  movement  for  that  is  subject  only 
to  your  own  will.  It  has  no  mysticism,  rewards  or 
punishments  to  offer  you.  It  cares  nothing  for  your 
impulse  or  your  prejudice.  It  asks  you  to  believe 
nothing,  but  leaves  your  belief  up  to  your  freedom 
of  movement.    You  are  welcome  to  come,  you  are 
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welcome  to  go,  or  you  are  welcome  to  stay.  It 
seeks  only  an  opportunity  to  instruct  your  intelli- 
gence. It  is  academic  and  not  controversial.  You 
can  accept  its  teaching  or  reject  it  as  you  like. 
If  it  does  not  become  the  subject  in  your  mind,  it 
refuses  to  predicate  your  body.  It  asks  that  your 
offering  of  intelligence  be  laid  upon  its  altars.  The 
preachers  will  examine  it  without  favor  or  preju- 
dice, and  if  they  find  evidence  of  intellectual  truth 
will  add  it  to  the  subject  of  their  own  freedom  of 
movement  and  endeavor  to  make  the  knowledge 
universal. 

Now  the  difference  in  the  religions  of  the  past, 
and  in  the  future,  is  but  the  error  in  the  mysticism 
that  bridged  the  heretofore  unexplained  gap  between 
the  substance  or  subject  in  the  material  plane  and 
its  symbol  or  predicate  in  the  mental,  and  when 
we  crucify  our  mysticism  and  resurrect  our  rational- 
ism, we  will  find  that  the  burden  of  the  Cross  was 
but  the  symbol  of  the  hammer  and  the  saw,  the 
compass  and  the  square,  we  can  pin  them  on  our 
banner  and  keep  right  on  our  way.  The  religious 
chimney  which  has  been  smoking  all  these  years 
contained  a  symbol  where  it  should  have  had  the 
substance  and  is  quite  easily  repaired.  There  is  no 
need  for  fundamentalist  destruction  of  the  edifice, 
or  even  distraction  of  the  worshippers.  We  did  not 
like  to  give  up  our  belief  in  Santa  Claus,  but  when 
we  lost  his  symbol  we  discovered  his  substance, 
and  so  will  it  be  with  Christianity.  The  mind  can 
be  decoyed  by  the  symbol,  but  if  it  would  take  the 
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body  along,  the  feet  must  have  the  substance  to 
stand  upon. 

All  religion  is  symbolical  and  lies  entirely  in  the 
mental  plane.  Every  symbol  in  the  mental  plane 
had  its  substance  or  subject  in  the  material  realm, 
the  animal  kingdom,  or  intelligence  and  freedom 
of  movement,  are  the  only  messengers  between  and 
each  travels  only  on  his  own  side  of  the  realm,  re- 
quiring his  associate  to  finish  each  trip.  Intelligence 
is  order  and  system,  and  under  the  Master's  Voice 
the  system  and  order  of  our  communication  be- 
tween the  material  and  mental  realm  is  carefully 
explained.  Any  institution  founded  upon  the  system 
and  order  of  nature  is  bound  to  endure.  Any  insti- 
tution that  presumes  to  move  contrary  to  the  order 
or  system  of  nature  is  bound  to  perish.  Religion 
takes  us  from  the  material  realm  and  projects  us 
into  the  mental,  so  on  this  journey  it  is  essential 
that  we  use  our  freedom  of  movement  to  direct 
our  intelligence,  for  only  our  intelligence  can  enter 
the  mental  realm  from  whence  it  came.  We  are  the 
system,  and  our  freedom  of  movement  and  intelli- 
gence govern  the  order  of  procedure.  Whenever 
intelligence  turns  his  face  around  to  direct  freedom 
of  movement,  it  will  carry  us  in  the  wrong  direction, 
toward  the  lower  plane,  but  so  long  as  freedom  of 
movement  directs  intelligence,  it  keeps  us  on  the 
way  to  heaven,  or  toward  the  higher  plane. 

The  function  of  our  mind  is  to  direct  our  freedom 
of  movement  (so  the  mind  is  master  and  freedom  of 
movement  the  servant),  and  any  system  or  order 
that  reverses  this  procedure  is  contrary  to  the  laws 
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of  nature  and  sooner  or  later  will  end  in  failure. 
All  prohibition,  penance,  torture  and  punishment 
is  directed  against  our  freedom  of  movement,  re- 
strains and  retards  its  efficiency  and  impairs  its 
function  to  assist  the  mind  or  our  intelligence. 
If  your  grudge  is  at  the  man,  why  kick  his  dog? 
If  you  would  appeal  to  intelligence,  why  abuse  its 
servants?  We  have  had  the  key  and  recognized  the 
system,  but  too  often  have  reversed  the  order  of 
nature  by  inserting  it  on  the  wrong  side  of  the  lock, 
and  instead  of  letting  ourselves  in,  we  have  locked 
ourselves  out.  Our  fellow  man  has  a  mind  to  direct 
his  freedom  of  movement,  and  we  have  a  mind  to 
appeal  to  his  mind,  and  nature  has  given  us  intelli- 
gence as  the  medium  of  communication  between  us. 
The  Devil  is  dead.  I  was  his  sole  heir.  I  inherited 
all  of  his  wealth.  Here  are  the  two  keys  to  all  of 
his  treasures.  This  one,  my  friends,  is  marked 
"prejudice."  It  was  his  key  to  the  mind.  The  other 
one  is  marked  "punishment."  It  was  his  key  to 
freedom  of  movement.  Now  I  am  going  to  place 
them  both  in  this  Corner  Stone  of  Pantheism  and 
leave  them  for  a  thousand  years,  for  as  I  look  to  the 
East,  I  see  the  sun  rising  again,  and  it  makes  me 
think  of  the  Millennial  Dawn. 
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THE  MONKEY'S  LOOKING  GLASS 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen: 

We  now  call  your  attention  to  the  platform  on 
the  right,  the  missing  concept  or  the  monkey's  look- 
ing glass,  the  most  instructive  of  all  our  exhibits. 

As  we  look  into  the  looking  glass  we  see  with 
our  objective  mind,  the  same  as  the  monkeys.  It 
reveals  the  subject,  noun,  similarity,  order,  posi- 
tion and  how  of  things  that  are  reflected,  but  there 
is  a  missing  link  and  it  is  up  to  us  to  study  out 
the  predicate,  verb,  difference,  method,  movement 
and  why  of  things  that  it  does  not  reflect. 

Let  us  lay  our  subjective  minds  aside  and  try  to 
think  as  monkeys  think.  See  the  monkey  on  the 
frame!  Did  he  growl  and  show  his  prejudice  when 
first  he  saw  himself  in  the  glass?  Is  he  smiling 
now  at  the  image  of  his  creator  as  he  tries  to  kiss 
himself  in  the  glass?  How  about  the  monkey  in 
the  top  of  the  tree?  Does  he  look  into  the  glass 
and  see  the  torments  of  hell  down  below?  How 
about  the  monkey  that  jumped  up  and  off  the  tree? 
Will  his  faith  carry  him  to  heaven,  or  down  to  the 
place  of  destruction?  How  about  the  monkey  div- 
ing down?  Will  he  meet  himself  coming  back,  and 
then,  keep  on  going  the  other  way? 

How  about  the  prophet  sitting  in  the  tree  who 
sees  himself  as  he  watches  all  the  rest?  Is  he  look- 
ing in  the  glass  or  gazing  in  the  crystal?  How 
many  thousand  years  until  he  finds  the  missing 
concept  and  answers  to  the  question,  why?    When 
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he  finds  the  missing  concept  and  understands  the 
reason  why,  the  same  as  you  and  I,  will  he  give  up 
his  monkey  ways,  or  will  he  use  his  subjective  mind 
to  subjugate  his  kind?

It  is  Mother  Nature's  nursing  bottle 
from  which  she  feeds  the  infant  mind  when  it  begins 
to  cry  for  food.  Mother  Nature  will  not  abuse  her 
children  by  destroying  their  freedom  of  movement 
and  so  pretends  she  lost  her  switch  while  they  were 
out  at  play,  and  that  is  the  reason  why  she  does 
not  make  them  mind ;  but  when  she  rings  the  dinner 
bell  there  is  no  confusion  for  obediently  they  all 
form  in  line,  and  that  is  what  makes  the  monkeys 
laugh.
